NEW YORK, June 4.—The Progressive 
Group, fighting the Harry Sherman re- 
gime in Local 306 of the IATSE, will 
ask for a closed ballot rule at the un- 
ion’s next meeting, June 20, here. The 
group claims the open voting now in 
practice is a form of intimidation, alleg- 
ing Sherman’s followers are present to 
see that members vote “right.” 

Joseph D. Basson, delegate to the con- 
vention and indorsed by the group, said 
before leaving for Louisville that he 
will fight for reforms on the convention 
floor. He denied he was bound to vote 
with the rest of the delegation, claiming 
the delegation goes uninstructed. 

Meanwhile the executive committee of 
the group revealed that Local 306 has 
lost three more houses to Allied: the 
Columbia, Republic and the Times 
Square. The leaders of the group are 
Harry Apsel, Max Lemkowitz, Julie 
Libin, Al Gecldenburg, William Paster 
and Louis Peltier. 


Two-a-Day Origin 


LONDON, May 26. — Barnard’s 
Chatham, England’s oldest music 
hall, which has used vaude con- 
sistently since 1850, was destroyed 
by fire this week-end. House was 
also the first theater to run twice 
nightly vaude. 

Policy started in a peculiar way. 
Barnard’s was in the middle of a 
naval and military base and frequent 
fights between the soldiers and 
sailors took place. The proprietor, 
Dan Barnard, hit upon the idea of

Big Boom Seen for Playfront 
Of Revere Beach, Mass., in ’35 


REVERE BEACH, Mass., June 2.—The 
boulevard on the beach front, along 
which the fun zone runs for a two- 
mile stretch here, is due for a great 
boom in business next year, plus a 
considerable stepping up in real estate 
valuation, according to close observers 
of the amusement and commercial end 
in this area. 

In the fall Ocean avenue will under- 
go an almost complete metamorphosis, 
tracks to be removed, street-car terminal 
readjusted and about 40 feet slated to 
be sliced off the buildings and building 
lines on the west side of the avenue to 
make room for a modern 60-foot wide 
boulevard permitting the parking of 
cars at a 45-degree angle in the center. 
Avenue will be trafficked one-way south 
permanently, with beach front one-way 
north. 

West side of Ocean avenue bids fair 
to become a highly important business 
frontage of restaurants, cafes, taverns 
and secondary amusement attractions 
such as generally rise in large resorts 
which maintain amusement items on 
thorofares other than the main one. The 
big rink used for wrestling and boxing 
matches will be among the buildings 
razed to make way for a “New and 
Greater Revere.” Narrow Gauge trains 
running from Lynn thru East Boston 
and Chelsea to Boston terminal are a bit 
too far back, running parallel with 
Ocean avenue, to be affected. 

Tt is understood that the rehashing 
will be State financed, altho little is 
known just now about the arrangements 
between the commonwealth and Revere. 
It is known that property owners have 
already been approached on the deal, 
but no definite amounts have been set 
as payment for property due to go. It 
is felt that condemnation proceedings 
will not have to be resorted to, since 
everyone sappexrrs to be in agreement 
that a new aad bigger Revere is the 


important thing. The mammoth Coaster, 
with its twisted framework, located on 
the boulevard just below the Marathon 
Building, has been razed and another 
Coaster on the north end is due for a 
similar fate. 

Thousands of dollars have been spent 
in the last two years in the building 
of new four-line and six-line boulevards 
from every direction into and thru Re- 
vere to the Revere Beach sector proper. 
These boulevards have a wide span of 
greens between the one-way ribbons. 
Gardening and greens are beginning to 
sprout, making a beautiful parkway ap- 
proach which is daily on the improve 
for beauty and vehicular facility. 

Parkways come into the beach from 
Chelsea, Everett and Lynn, with off- 
shoot highways from arteries like No. 1 
and IA, which in turn are fed by State 
highway traffic from Lowell, Lawrence, 
Newburyport and all points north; from

Mississippi Biz Booms; 
Tax Shows Big Jump 


JACKSON, Miss., June 2. — Com- 
merciat entertainment in Mississippi is 
doing twice as much business as a year 
ago, according to a report this week of 
the State tax commission, which shows 
that the State 10 per cent admission tax 
has yielded $100,139.47 this year since 
January 1, compared to $49,131.08 a year 
ago. 

The tax is on its way to an all-time 
record, passing last year’s $155,009 for 
the full year. The tax in its present 
form became effective in May, 1932. 

With a few days remaining for returns 
this month, the May yield of the tax is 
$20,554, compared to $10,895 for the 
same period a year ago. 
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ment was defeated and the other passed,

The total attendance at the meeting 
was only 449, much less than was ex- 
pected, with fewer than 300 having the 
right to vote because of Equity’s present 
ruling that only fully paid-up members 
are so entitled.

The small turnout was explained by a 
spokesman of the “average-actor” group 
by the fact that many in the group were 
out of work and had rot paid dues, and 
felt that there was no use in attending 
Factions in the administration who 
were not in favor of the amendments 
suggested by the group were disappoint- 
ed in the low attendance, particularly in 
the general absence of name stars. It 
is felt in some quarters that various of 
the old stalwarts of Equity are losing in- 
terest because of a refusal to entangle 
themselves with the newcomers repre- 
sented by the “average-actor” group, 
with even a split held as one possible 
ultimate outcome,

Ky. “Shakedown” 
Law in Jeopardy 


FRANKFORT, Ky., June 4—A bill, 
passed by the General Assembly and 
signed by Gov. Ruby Laffoon, grant- 
ing to the commissioner of agricul- 
ture exclusive police power over the 
State fairgrounds in Louisville, was in- 
cluded in 17 such bills declared invalid 
by Circuit Judge H. Church Ford be- 
cause they were not signed by Lieut- 
Gov. A. B. Chandler, ex-officio president 
of the Senate. 


The bill, designed to put a stop to 
the practice of “shakedowns” at the 
State fair, was one of a group the 
lieutenant-governor refused to sign on 
the ground they had not received the 
proper number of readings. 


The cases will be taken to the Court 
of Appeals, where, it is expected, they 
will be given precedence in hearing. 
Governor Laffoon said he had not de- 
cided whether to issue an amended call 
to allow the special session of the Legis- 
lature to re-enact the bills held invalid. 

Unless the Court of Appeals reverses 
Judge Ford, the “shakedown” bill will 
be stricken from the statute books.

NEW YORK, June 2.—A total attend- 
ance of about 500 is looked for by execu- 
tives of the American Federation of 
Musicians at the annual convention to be 
held in Cleveland, O., for a week begin- 
ning June 22. So far credentials of 285 
delegates, representing about 200 locals, 
have been received, while another 20 
locals have also signified their intention 
of sending representatives. When all the 
delegates, the AFM executives and their 
wives are totaled it will reach about 500. 


At present there is no telling what the 
agenda of the meeting will include. One 
known item that will come up, however, 
will be plenty hot. That is the fight for 
loca! autonomy which is now going on 
within the embattled ranks of Local 802. 
At the same time other local problems 
are pretty sure to come up. In addition 
there will be the annual election of of- 
ficers and executive committee. So far 
there are no rumors of any opposition 
to the present incumbents. 


The executive committee of the na- 
tional body will convene a few days before 
the convention.

NEW YORK, June 2.—In an effort to 
stamp out stench bombing in this city 
Justice Frederick Hagenberg sentenced 
Barney Baker to six months to three years 
in the pen. Baker, a former pugilist, was 
found with a stench bomb in his posses- 
sion last week and the district attorney’s 
Office rushed the case thru as a warning. 

This is the first case to come up under 
the new State law which forbids posses- 
sion of stench bombs. The judge, in 
handing out the sentence, said he re- 
gretted the law did not make it possible 
for him to make it stiffer. 


Ky.’s 3 Per Cent Amusement 
Tax Bill Defeated 2d Time 


FRANKFORT, Ky., June 2.—The ad- 
ministration’s 3 per cent gross amuse- 
ment receipts tax bill was defeated by 
the House of Representatives here for 
the second time this session by the vote 
of 53 to 46, the final vote being 55 to 44, 
as two of the sales tax supporters 


changed their vote in order to make a 


motion for reconsideration.

At 
the same time the cheaper cabarets and 
cafes are getting a terrific play.

He invited the Catholic Actors’ Guild and 
the Jewish Theatrical Guild to put the 
show over jointly. 

The Catholic guild, meanwhile, is 
lukewarm towards the idea. Gerald Grif- 
fen, head of it, says he doesn’t know what 
action the executive board will take at 
its next meeting. He says he thinks it 
will be cautious about committing the 
incoming administration to a project at 
this early date. The new board will be 
elected in September, while the show will 
probably not be staged until late fall or 
winter.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 4.—William 
Elliott, president of the International 
Alliance of Theatrical Stage Employees, 
had pulled his hat from the ring for 
re-election as 1,200 theater employees 
opened their convention here today, but 
wise politicians refused to believe that 
he would not be re-elected. 

Supporters of George E. Browne, Chi- 
cago, for president pointed triumphant- 
ly to the announced withdrawal of El- 
liott for president. William Canavan, 
St. Louis, was mentioned as a power- 
ful possibility for another term in spite 
of the fact that he had not been pres- 
ent for preliminary caucusing. Adher- 
ents of Browne, business manager of No. 
2, claimed the Elliott stronghold, St. 
Louis, but delegates from that city by 
no means had deserted the administra- 
tion. The Browne organization was 
campaigning enthusiastically and re- 
ceiving suppert from many sections of 
the country, and pointed with pride to 
Browne’s operation of a free restaurant 
during the past winter. 

The move to oust Harry Sherman as 
president of Local 603, New York, had 
not faltered. Joe Basson, leader of the 
insurgent group, conferred with Sher- 
man last night and declared no definite 
decision had been made as to where 
action against the president would be 
demanded. Sherman refused to discuss 
the situation. 

Strife in Hollywood was echoed in a 
prolonged debate of the executive board 
as to the seating of sound technician 
delegates and was expected to result in 
later debates. 

The convention got under way this 
morning, with Harry F. Petty, Local No. 
163, Louisville, as chairman. Speakers 
at the opening session were Mayor 
Neville Miller, Gov. Ruby Laffoon; Peter 
Campbell, secretary Kentucky State Fed- 
eration of Labor; J. T. Woodward, presi- 
dent United Trades and Labor Assembly, 
and Wood Axton, president Axton-Fisher 
Tobacco Company. 

Officers’ reports are scheduled for 
Tuesday, resolutions for Wednesday, 
nomination of officers Thursday and 
election Friday.

NEW YORK, June 4.—Spokesmen for 
the “Average - Actor - Representation” 
group last night unofficially charged 
Equity executives with running Friday's 
election meeting without regard to 
parliamentary procedure and in viola- 
tion of various Equity regulations. Chief 
of the charges was that one proposed 
amendment to the constitution was not 
voted upon. This was the one advanced 
by the administration, providing that 
members delinquent for not more than 
@ year be permitted to attend meetings, 
which was suggested as an alternate to 
the “Average-Actor” amendment that 
they be allowed to vote. Also it was 
claimed delinquent members were ad- 
mitted Friday, which was illegal until 
the above-mentioned amendment had 
been passed, and that, in addition, 
various members were allowed to vote 
who had no right to do so, with no 
stringent checkup made on _ their 
eligibility during the standing ballots. 
In answering the charges a member of 
the administration said this morning 
that the omitted amendment was con- 
tingent on the result of the vote taken 
on the one proposed by the “Average- 
Actor” group, the results of which were 
not tabulated until Saturday. It was 
added that it has long been the 
acknowledged practice of the association 
to admit delinquent members to meet- 
ings, the amendment merely seeking to 
legalize an established precedent, and 
that only fully paid-up members were 
given ballots or allowed to vote. 


Hudson-Essex Motor Car Company dif- 
ficulties with its two NBC programs, 
half hour each on Saturday and Tues- 
day nights, may result in NBC bringing 
suit against the company for canceling 
its programs without the four weeks’ 
notice stipulated in the contracts. NBC 
has refused to let Hudson out of the 
contract, and on Saturday night NBC 
announced that “this time has been re- 
served for Hudson-Essex Motors” and 
then put on a sustaining program.

NEW YORK, June 4. — Magistrate 
Louis B. Brosky heard this morning in 
Westside Court the case of the People 
vs. Jack Curtis, Charles Allen, Simon 
Agency, Charles Yates, Marty Forkins, 
Mark Leddy, Edward Smith and Harry 
Romm. These agents were summoned 
to court by the license department as 
violators of the Theatrical Employment 
Agency law on the ground that they 
are not licensed. The magistrate re- 
served decision and asked that briefs be 
submitted to him June 13 for his deci- 
sion on the following day. He can either 
dismiss the complaints or hold the 
agents for special session. 

The agents were represented by 
Maurice H. Goodman and Harold Gold- 
blatt, while the license department’s 
lawyers were Sidney B. Schatkin and 
H. J. McCarthy, assistant corporation 
counsels. 

Curtis was the first defendant to be 
called and Arthur Willi the first wit- 
ness for the people. Schatkin asked 
Willi a number of preliminary ques- 
tions as to his work with the RKO book- 
ing office, bringing out that the booking 
office collects 5 per cent commission 
from the act and the circuit's collection 
agency dedticts 5 per cent from the act 
to go to the agent. The names of Owen 
McGivney and Buster West were brought 
out as represented by the Curtis & Allen 
office. 

Goodman, representing the defend- 
ants, referred to them as personal man- 
agers, while the assistant corporation 
ccunsels called them agents. On the 
subject of commission, Goodman pointed 
out that the standard form of contract 
calls for the payment of 5 per cent 
commission by the actor. He stated 
that his clients would thus be deprived 
of a livelihood if they were to be 
licensed, inasmuch as the agency law 
specifies that only 5 per cent can be 
deducted from the performer. 

The magistrate, to facilitate matters, 
had the attorneys concede that the evi- 
dence in the other cases would be 
similar to that brought out in the 
Curtis case. He therefore removed the 
necessity of calling on the other de- 
fendants and witnesses, who included 
J. H. Lubin, Jesse Kaye and Harry 
Kalcheim. 


CBS May Revenue Is 
Double That of °33 


NEW YORK, June 4—CBS gross 
revenue for the month of May totals 
$1,244,577. This is am increase of a 
little more than 99 per cent over that 
of May, 1933, when the gross billing 
was $624,256. There is a slight seasonal 
decrease over April of this year, of 
course. May of 1932 was somewhat 
larger for CBS than the current year, 
however.

Columbia Broadcasting System will like- 
wise bocst, to keep in line. Several of 
the leading independent stations have 
likewise signified -their intentions of 
boosting time charges. One such is WOR, 
Newark. Further, WLW, Cincinnati, has 
already jumped its card by 10 per cent 
and is adding another 10 per cent this 
fall, bringing the hour rate to a little 
more than $1,000. First WLW increase 
followed immediately after it went to 
500,000 watts. 


The WOR raise will come after that 
station goes to 50000 watts this 
fall. Station execs are now discussing 


. the question, altho it is too early to 


determine when the raise will go in 
effect or how much it will be. Probably 
no boost will come until! after surveys of 
the station’s new coverage have been 
completed. WOR also has to take into 
consideration several other facts, one be- 
ing its strict discount arrangement 
whereby no discounts are allowed until 
after the first 26 broadcasts. This differs 
from both network systems, 


NEC js likewise in a huddle as to the 
raise problem, and a decision will be 
arrived at shortly. Network has com- 
pleted surveys of its stations, made with 
a view to the proposed increase. At CBS 
it was stated that no jump is contem- 
plated at the present. This leaves this 
network wide open, since nothing is said 
about the future. But if NBC goes. it’s 
certain CBS will. 


Sales managers state unequivocally 
that advertising pressure will force the 
leveling off mentioned previously. Sta- 
tion rates are now chaotic. Some outlets 
are completely out of proportion as com- 
pared to others, when coverage and pro- 
grams are considered. WGN, Chicago, is 
offered as a typical example, with a $450 
nick in one of the best centers in the 
country. Getting these rates adjusted, 
with some stations going up and others 
down will take time, but the condition 
should not be considered unnatural in 
view of the comparative newness of radio 
as an industry. 


N. O. Stores Revert 
To Program Advts. 


NEW ORLEANS, June 2.—After a bar- 
rage of three weeks inflicted bv approxt- 
mately 72.000 owners of radios in the 
metropolitan district. Feibleman-Sears 
and the Maison Blanche Company sur- 
rendered to popular demand, and again 
inserted the radio programs in their dis- 
play advertisements as heretofore. 
Housewives as well as thousands of other 
shoppers had been accustomed to turn 
to either the Maison Blanche or Feible- 
man advertisements to read the radio 
programs before scanning other depart- 
ment store advertisements, and as a re- 
sult these two stores got the first break 
from the shopper. During the discon- 
tinuance of the programs, shoppers read 
all the newspaper advertisements and it 
was difficult to say who got the break. 
During the dead interval, P. K. Ewing, 
of WDSU, nightly called attention over 
the air to the “cussedness” of the local 
newspapers in refusing to print the ra- 
dio programs, and brought out that New 
Orleans was practically the only city 
in North America that deprived their 
readers of features that they desired.

Communications Bill Proponents 


Leery as Congress Nears Close 


WASHINGTON, June 2. — With ad- 
journment time for Congress fast ap- 
proaching, and with expectations gen- 
eral that the end will come around 
June 15, the rush of matters demanding 
attention before Congress quits until 
next January is so great there is some 
chance the bill for the control of com- 
munications will be caught in the jam 
and fail to get thru. The Administration 
is anxious for action on this measure 
and this fact may tend to speed up 
action on it and put it over the wire. 

While the Senate acted more than two 
weeks ago on the measure before it, the 
House committee on interstate com- 
merce has reported out a bill which 
differs in several respects from the Sen- 
ate bill, to the regret of legislative han- 
diers of the situation. Assuming the 
House passes the bill as reported by 
committee, this would call for the ap- 
pointment of conferees to iron out the 
differences between the two bills, and 
this always means some delay. Then, 
it would mean also that the revamped 
bill would have to go back to both 
Houses for final approval. 

The fact the measure, if enacted at 
this session, merely calls for investiga- 
tion and report back for further action 
by the next Congress may ease the way 
for proponents of it in that possible 
objectors may figure they will get an- 
other shot at the proposition in final 
form next winter. Where the Senate 
bill provides for a commission of five, 
the House bill adheres to the original 
proposal that a commission of seven be 
named. Many ‘nterests have a finger in 
the pie, aside from these communica- 
tions agencies which would be the most 


directly affected. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Navy Depart- 
ment, the War Department and the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission, all now have a 
certain control of this or that phase of 
communications and each, naturally, has 
its own notion as to what should hap- 
pen to the mediums involved even tho 
it is recognized none of them will be 
in the picture once the bill is passed 
and approved. And advice from these 
agencies aplenty is in evidence and 
there are members of Congress who lend 
an ear to one or the other of the group. 

The Senate bill would have two agen- 
cies under the proposed commission, one 
to look after radio alone and the other 
wire and cable systems. The House com- 
mittee bill would have but one agency 
in the form of the commission handle 
all such matters. The telegraph and 
telephone agencies run from lukewarm- 
ness to actual hostility in their attitudes 
to any form of government control of 
communications such as is promised in 
the long run, while radio broadcasters 
are giving the movement sincere support 
altho protesting certain proposed provi- 
sions, one giving the commission right 
to cancel almost at will existing con- 
tracts between radio or wire companies 
and their subsidiaries, and another, 
which is particularly opposed, giving the 
commission power to go far in the allo- 
cation of broadcasting facilities to edu- 
éational, religious and other non-com- 
mercial agencies. Outlook now is this 


provision will give the commission the 
right to allocate a certain percentage of 
such facilities and in this way a limited 
right to say what should or should not 
be carried by radio. 


WGN Engineers 
Join A. F. of L. 


Second Chicago station to 
become affiliated with

CHICAGO, June 2.—Station WGN 
broadcast engineers this week became 
affiliated with the International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers, Chicago 
Local No. 134, and thus became the 
second Chicago station whose broadcast 
technicians are identified with the 
American Federation of Labor. Engi- 
neers of WCFL have been members for 
some time. 


Conforming to the code established 
for the National Association of Broad- 
casters, the agreement provides for @ 
six-day week of not more than 48 hours, 
Contract runs to July 1, 1935, and re- 
news automatically unless negotiations 
for cancellation are started 60 days be- 
fore expiration of the agreement. In the 
event of disagreement if no settlement 
is reached by conciliation, it is provided 
that a new contract shall be drawn by 
arbitration. When differences cannot be 
adjusted by presidents or business man- 
agers of the organizations concerned by 
arbitration the matter is to be referred 
to a joint board of arbitration, two 
members to be chosen by the station, 
two by the union and a fifth arbitrator 
to be chosen if necessary.

First broadcast will 
come from KGHL, NBC associate station 
of Billings, Mont., on July 16.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—A degree of accord amongst the various factions on the 
Radio Code Authority regarding the question of radio artists and performers other 
than musicians has been reached. This has been achieved by Mrs. Emily Holt, 
assistant Equity counsel and special representative of the deputy administrator. 
Accordingly the recommendations made by Mrs. Holt concerning wages and hours 
for the artists will be followed out to a good measure. Indirectly, this may be marked 
up as an Equity victory. A public hearing on the fair competition code for radio 


is to be held soon this month. Hearing 
is to provide the administrator with info 
he may want as to any action he may 
wish to take concerning the code for 
artists and technicians. James W. Bald- 
win, executive director for the CA, has 
made a report as to hours, wages and 
working conditions of the technical men. 
A hectic controversy with the latter ques- 
tion is expected. When the question came 
up ence before it led to considerable 
battling and the new report follows an- 
other survey. 


As things shape up now, it looks as tho 
this will be the condition prevailing at 
the time of the public hearing: CA for 
broadcasters will be in accord on details 
of the report made, following investiga- 
tion by the questionnaire of wages, hours 
and working conditions of technicians, 
but will be at odds as to the relation of 
these workers to general conditions 
within the industry.

On Habit Angles 


NEW YORK, June 2.—CBS has 
prepared a nifty sales brochure, in- 
volving a tricky coil-spring binding, 
citing the time element advantage 
radio has over magazines. Brochure, 
a showmanly job, gives examples 
of habit formation in normal routin- 
ing and then brings in the same 
factor concerning programs with 
regular air times. 

An_ important development is 
mentiored in the “franchise” taken 
by advertisers on definite periods. 
CBS states radio has done the 
biggest selling and institutional job 
with these time buyers. Other points 
brought out by the book are: the 
continuous use of the air, at a stated 
time, as a formula for multiplying 
the effectiveness of expenditures and 
the value of this time element to 
advertisers now on the air. 


Bosch Radio Plans 


Explorer Programs 


NEW YORK, June 2.—Bosch Radio 
Company is expected to go on the air 
at NBC with a program titled Radio Ex- 
plorers’ Club. Audition was held at 
NBC this week and is to be a Sunday 
afternoon network affair.

They start next week on 
WFBR, Baltimore, and the following 
week, when their vaude tour takes them 
to Washington, will be on WRC in the 
capital city. 

Altho the latter vaude date is for 
seven days, the sisters are staying over 
in Washington an extra fortnight to 
fill out the radio date. 


D. A. Investigation of Radio Gyps 
Bearing Fruit; Station Squawks 


NEW YORK, June 2.—Radio schools 
jumped into the limelight suddenly this 
week with two unexpected develop- 
ments. First was the making public of 
detaUs of an investigation into gyp air 
schools being conducted by the New 
York City District Attorney’s office under 
the guidance of Assistant District At- 
torney James J. Wilson. The other was 
a long and lengthy squawk sent up by 
actors generally against the radio school 
recently set up by Station WMCA, New 
York. 

The D. A.’s investigation, which in- 
volves, in addition to the schools being 
examined, several radio stations, all lo- 
cal. In this connection Wilson stated 
that none of the outlets were being 
accused of wrongdoing, but that it was 
proposed to see whether they did, by any 
chance, fit into the phony teaching- 
school thing. 

So far two men have been tried and 
found guilty of operating gyp joints. 
They are B. A. Appleton, sentenced to 
60 days in the workhouse, and Fred 
Kohler, now awaiting sentence. A third 
man, Guy E. Gurd, is under $1,000 bail, 
trial to come up June 11. Charges 
against °°] three men were the same, 
according to Wilson, and included illegal 
operation of an employment agency, 
making false statements regarding se- 
curing employment for the pupils and 
inserting misleading advertisements in 
the daily papers. 

The gyp radio school thing has long 
been a sore point. Racket consists of 
getting pupils, soaking them for lessons, 
promising commercials and winding up 
with the pupil completely overshadowed 
by the eight ball. Occasionally, the so- 
called teachers bought time on a small 
local station and let the pupils sing, 
paying them $2.50 or $5 for this big 
break. It is said that hundreds have 
been victimized and one school’s books 


showed a monthly income of $1,000. 

Pupils were obtained by ads reading 
along lines that broadcasts would be 
secured for inexperienced singers and 
musicians. One such was shown by 
Wilson in The New York Sunday News 
for September 13, 1933. 


The storm against WMCA concerns an 
acting school recently established by the 
station, wherein amateurs are audi- 
tioned and if good taught and used on 
the air. Pro-performers claim this to be 
unfair competition, particularly against 
some actors, who, it is asserted, worked 
without pay for WMCA for several weeks 
on the promise of getting jobs and then 
were let out. 


Rockwell-O’ Keefe 
Sign Leo Reisman 


NEW YORK, June 2.—Leo Reisman, 
who for several years had been repre- 
sented by Benjamin David, aitho never 
on an exclusive basis, this week signed 
up exclusively with the Rockwell- 
O’Keefe Agency. A booking on the 
Philip Morris radio program made by 
David is not affected. 

Rockwell-O’Keefe have already booked 
Reisman for the summer. He opens at 
the Sun and Surf Club, Atlantic Beach, 
L. I., June 23. Other talent at the beach 
resort will include the Three Ritz Broth- 
ers and a line of girls. Bobby Sanford 
is staging the show.

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PROGRAM REVIEWS 


Dorothy Atkins 


Reviewed Thursday, 9-9:15 p.m. Style 
—Contralto and piano. Sustaining, on 
WTAM (NBC network). 


Miss Atkins, who has been seen in 
musical comedy in New York the past 
winter wherein she did no singing, has 
instilled sufficient confidence in NBC 
Officials to give her a chain spot, with 
programs originating in Midwestern 
towns where she is now en tour. This 
particular program from Cleveland was 
scheduled to be heard on WEAF also, 
but due to a new commercial the hook- 
up was on a split network. Time above 
would bring the program into New York 
at 11 p.m., EDST. 

Probably the best or worst that may 
be said of Miss Atkins’ style of singing 
and voice is that she has very definite 
possibilities. For her first program on 
the network she offered a series of slow 
ballads and torch tunes which she han- 
dled nicely, altho evidently somewhat 
nervous. Piano filled in on songs by 
way of breaking up the straight singing 
routine and attempt to vary the ar- 
rangements is plainly evident. Voice 
has fine, warm qualities and apparently 
Miss Atkins seeks to render her songs 
in a style of her own. Announcer makes 
mention of the fact that the singer is 
the young niece of Paul Whiteman (on 
Margaret Livingston side — the better 
half). A little more mike experience will 
do the trick. M. H. &. 


Your Lover 
Reviewed Thursday, 11-11:15 p.m. 
Style—Talk, singing. Sponsor — Hinze 
Ambrosia, Station—WEAF. 

Your Lover (played by Frank Luther) 
is something new to radio and some- 
thing which deserves watching. In ef- 
fect, it brings to the mike the love- 
making seen and heard on the screen, 
with an added personal note that the 
“Lover” makes his amorous speeches to 
the sweetheart that is supposed to be 
listening. That sweetheart is collective, 
of course, and, it is hoped, will buy the 
product. To men, and probably to a lot 
of women, it will all sound like a lot of 
blah, but it must ‘be admitted that 
there is a certain field for this type of 
stuff. To a great extent the program is 
audible repetition of the stuff fan mags 
are made of. 


Your Lovers telis his “sweetheart” how 
much he misses her, asks her how she 
is, what she’s been doing, etc. The pat- 
ter leads up to suitable songs, sung by 
Luther in his good tenor. There is no 
opening commercial, a good point, organ 
starting off with the anncuncer present- 
ing the act. One bad point on the pro- 


‘gram caucht was the mention made by 


Luther that he had “never seen you”— 
meaning the girl friend. Considerable 
of the reality of the program was de- 
stroyed. Likewise, on the pregram 
caught, and judging from feminine 
standpoints «as a male may appreciate 
them, the hooey was laid on too heavily. 
Otherwise, it’s okeh. 

Commercial, at the end of the pro- 
gram, is worked in by asking the gals 
listening to catch the next program, in 
the meantime making themselves a lit- 
tle nicer looking for the Lover by using 
Ambrosia. It’s not quite as bald as all 
that, but in effect sums up that way. 
Announcement is made in the same 
whispering voice that Luther uses for 
his patter, keeping in the general tone 
of the entire program. 

Sponsor is trying out three different 
spots for his procrams and is judging 
from the results of the requested write- 
backs which to select for a network, if 
and when. The late spot looks unfavor- 
able for final selection. There are a lot 
of men tuning in at that time and few 
of them will go for the goo turned out 
by the program. And, aside from every- 
thing else, it certainly is goo. Goo that 
will be talked about. J. F. 


“Three Nifties 


Reviewed Tuesday, 9:45-10 p.m. Style 
—Male trio. Sustaining. Station— 
WNEW (Newark). 


Any vocai group, i.e., trio or quartet, 
that organizes today and hopes to click 
must adopt one principle and that is of 
being extremely, if not acutely, dif- 
ferent. Sufficient evidence may be 
afforded by simply checking over some 
of the singing groups used lately by the 
two networks. It will be immediately 
noticed that a sharp difference of style 


marks the successful ones, such as the 
Scamps, Songsmiths, etc. 


The Three Nifties do not fall into this 
category, altho they do shape up as a 
worth-whil2 potentiality for network 
consumption. They have tricky arrange- 
ments, good corny stuff and a nimble- 
fingered pianist to back them up. That, 
however, is not enough. It sounds as 
tho the boys need further more music 
in back of them, and a tip might be to 
get some of the weirded type instru- 
ments not generally used. Other than 
that the three lads satisfy, voices being 
Pleasant and harmony good. J. FP. 


Everett Marshall’s Vanities 


Reviewed Wednesday, 8:30-9 p.m. 
Style—Revue. Sponsor—American Home 
Products Cornoration. Station—WABC 
(CBS network). 


Everett Marshall, of musical comedy, 
was heard on a commercial just about a 
year ago when he went on for Westing- 
house with the Al Mitchell Orchestra. In 
the interest of its Bi-So-Dol product, 
sponsor switches from Sunday afternoon 
spot wherein Helen Morgan and Jerry 
Freeman Orchestra held forth for some 
months and somewhat jazzes up the 
proceedings. Marshall not only holds 
his own with any baritone on the webs, 
but his ample stage experience endows 
him with unusual ease and assurance as 
he handles his talk and otherwise em- 
sees the half-hour program. With 
Marshall is Elizabeth Lennox, contralto; 
Ohman and Arden Orchestra; Irving 
Kaufman, blackface singer and actor, and 
additional artists as per script. 


Continuity follows the plan of Marshall 
and Lennox dcing romantic bits of dia- 
log, each of which leads into a duet. 
Locales are different and talk is not 
necessarily contingent on what has gone 
before. Selections are well chosen, new 
and old ballads being well arranged to 
bring out the proper amount of senti- 
ment. On occasion a mixed group of 
voices was heard. Insofar as the duo are 
concerned, the entertainment they pro- 
vided with the help of the orchestra 
was excellent. Irving Kaufman, the 
multi-character artist, did not seem to 
be at his best with his Romeo and Juliet 
stuff, a fem counterpart helping out. As 
a vocal soloist he can, of course, do his 
stuff and carry his own program to ex- 
cellent advantage.

Foz-trot. By J. Fred Coots, Abel Baer 
and Ray Klages. Published by Leo 
Feist, Inc., New York. 


In the remote part of the music pub- 
lishing industry, or to be fairly accurate 
about two decades ago, a popular asset; 
to a song was a sort of patter version 
of the chorus. This helped in bringing 
out the then intricate mysteries of syn- 
copation. All which at the time was 
acclaimed as a novelty. Contained in 
this number we find additional lines 
in the “refrain” written so as to be 
interpreted with a march effect. The 
result is good. This is composed of a 
series of triple syllables, optional, of 
course, but right in order if there is a 
demand for its introduction by the 
singer. From the band or orchestra 
angle there is no denying that it will 
attract attention when played according 
to the ideas of the writers. 

Melodiously the prolific Fred Coots, 
who no doubt had an important share 
in the tune, has contributed a swell 
job even if there are one or two notice- 

able familiar strains. At any rate, his 

expert handiwork and style are in evi- 
dence. As a seasonable affair the num- 
ber ought to be hailed without reserve 
by those who cater to a lilt which 
should make the dance more ingratiat- 
ing than ever. 


“Falling for You” 


For-trot. By “Reddevil” Ford and 
Jack Kay. Published by Ford Music 
Publishing Company, Brooklyn, N. Y. 


Taking an ordinary theme, one that 
has done yeoman service in the art of 
writing songs, and jazzing it along at 
a@ merry and sometimes complicated 
pace seems to be a prevalent practice 
these davs. This effusion is an example. 
And the outcome is as good as one 
might expect when following a familiar 
formula in order to keep abreast the 
times. The customary vamp is succeeded 
by the usual verse and chorus. The 
lyric blends well enough with the tune, 
altho there are some gaps in the con- 
tinuity which, as we see it, to permit 
the introduction of musical pyrotech- 
nics supposed to be essential in bringing 
forward certain tricks of arrangements. 
As to the text one should be able to 
anticipate what pursues after scanning 
or giving deliberate attention to the 
opening stanza. This time the at- 
tributes of the person addressed are 
acknowledged. It is the phrasing and 
couching of these that count and the 
creators have made the most of it.

Entirely redeco- 
rated, the room has dispensed with the 
waterfall effect and is now a tropical 
patio, with silvered palm trees, long 
white shutters with green background 
and multi-colored lighting effects, some 
of them originating from ingenious bird- 
cage chandeliers.

Opening night was a turn-away busi- 
ness, with a healthy sprinkling of soci- 
ety and Broadwayites present, including 
a strong radio delegation. Usual White- 
man talent entertained, including Ra- 
mona, Jack Fulton, Bob Lawrence, Babe 
Hauser, Peggy Healy and “Goldie.” 
Estelle Taylor did a few numbers as a 
guest for the night only. Aside from 
the dance music, Whiteman offered Peter 
De Rose’s Deep Purple Rhapsody by way 
of a concert number. 

Roger Wolfe Kahn and orchestra got 
away to a bad start Tuesday night at 
the Claremont, which resort on River- 
side Drive has been changed from an 
exclusive little roadhouse, with no mu- 
sic, to include a new open-air addition 
which more than doubles the spot’s ca- 
pacity. The Claremont is located on 
city property and is more than 150 yers 
old. This is the first time that the city 
has allowed music to be installed, the 
reason being that the place is near 
President Grant’s tomb. New city ad- 
ministration doesn't mind the outdoor 
pavilion permitting dancing almost over 
the grave in question. Claremont’s pol- 
icy is a $1 luncheon, 50-cent afternoon 
tea, $1.50 dinner and a la carte after 


that. There is no cover charge, but the 
a la carte is not cheap. 


Hitch in the layout is the belief of 
the new management that in some mi- 
raculous manner there will be no more 
afternoon or night rains or storms. A 
mere matter of inexperience with oper- 
ating an open-air dining and dance re- 
sort. Thus the opening night found an 
approximate 600 customers, mostly mu- 
sic publishers, their friends and others, 
sitting in the outdoor spot. When the 
band started to play just a light shower 
showed its teeth. Everybody ducked in- 
side and a little later the party started 
all over again. Rain then came down 
in earnest and the 600 from the open- 
air seats crowded into the glass-inclosed 
porches of the Claremont, where a few 
customers were already seated. As the 
inside capacity is less than that of the 
crowd who sought to get refuge from 
the rain, the place was plunged into 
hopeless confusion and the additional 
opening night attendees who came after 
11 p.m. failed to receive even the sem- 
blance of courtesy from any angle. 


Orchestra had to cancel its first sched- 
uled NBC broadcast and the entertainers 
and musicians tried to crowd themselves 
into a corner of one of the inclosed 
porches, of which the place consists, 
and play a few tunes. There are no 
dance facilities inside at all. With Kahn 
on the talent end are: the Three Marsh- 
alls, two girls and a boy, who sing and 
do instrumental stuff; Joan Blane, Eve- 
lyn Doe and Vincent Calendo, baritone. 
“God willing and the weather being 
fair” the Claremont ought to do okeh. 
Local open-air dining history reveals, 
however, that such places, without a 
legit roof, hardly ever inconvenience the 
same patrons more than once.

Norm and Cliff Carr are oper- 
ating the place at 47th street off Broad- 
way. Decorative scheme is along lines 
suggested by the name. 

Floor show needs an emsee, and that’s 
something this reviewer never thought 
he’d say.

NEW YORK, June 2.—License Commissioner Paul Moss kept to his word to go 
into court with unlicensed vaude agents, and early this week had his inspectors 
serve summonses on Curtis & Allen, Simon Agency, Charles Yates, Marty Forkins 
Leddy & Smith and Harry Romm. The case against these agents comes up Monday 
in West Side Court on 54th street, While the magistrate can hear it if he wants to, 
it is likely that he will pass the buck to Special Sessions. This would mean holding 
the agents in bail and finger-printing them. The commissioner says he has a “care- 


fully prepared setup” for his fight to 
license the vaude agents under the theat- 
rical employment agency law. It took 
him several months before he finally 
started to serve court summonses and 
did so only after the agents disregarded 
his requests to appear before him, The 
agents contend that they are artists’ rep- 
resentatives and thus do not need 
licensing. 


Moss is gathering considerable data to 
be used in court. Yesterday he had 
many bookers in his office and among 
them were Marvin Schenck, J. H. Lubin, 
Bill Howard, Arthur Willi, Harry 
Kalcheim and Jesse Kaye. The com- 
missioner asked them to explain business 
dealings they have had with the agents 
who received court summonses. They 
were asked to give the names of the acts, 
exactly how the engagement was made 
and other details of any transaction that 
would pass between a booker and an 
agent. 


The agents are said to be ready for 
the court proceedings and had a re- 
hearsal this week in Maurice Goodman's 
office.. Goodman is defending them with 
the assistance of Harold Goldblatt. Moss, 
however, is likely to subpoena about from 
25 to 30 actors to have them testify as 
to their relationships with the agents. 


Detroit Bookers 
Form Association 


DETROIT, June 2.—~The Michigan 
Theatrical Producers and Artists’ Asso- 
ciation, organized several months ago, 
has reorganized as an association of 10 
local booking offices, with Sol Berns 
president. 


The association meets weekly and sup- 
ports the $5 minimum for non-theater 
dates established by the Detroit Enter- 
tainers’ Association. 


The $5 level is being undermined, in- 
vestigation has disclosed, by a “gentle- 
men's agreement” between the agent, 
the act and the cafe manager. Under 
this plan the contract is made out at 
the $5 price, but a lower amount is 
actually charged.

This situation has caused the NVA, 
Inc., to complain that managerial in- 
terests, thru the NVA Fund, are stalling 
in order to “starve out” the NVA, Inc. 
Henry Chesterfield, secretary of the NVA, 
Inc., and also treasurer of the NVA Fund, 
says the NVA Fund is attempting to 
break its five-year contract with the 
NVA, Ince. The contract has about two 
and one-half years to go and guarantees 
a specified sum to the NVA, Inc., each 
year, says Chesterfield. 


The NVA, Inc., is now openly threaten- 
ing to go to Federal Court and force the 
managerial interests to live up to the 
contract. 


The inside angle is that the NVA, Inc., 
is confident the managerial interests will 
come thru, It figures the moneys are 
collected from the public and that a 
lawsuit would get much attention and 
perhaps uncover unpleasant facts. It 
expects the managerial interests to shv 
away from fighting in courts. The NVA, 
Inc., if it went to court, would demand 
an accounting of the NVA Fund books. 

This same situation arose three years 
ago when the managers wanted to dump 
the NVA, Incv., and the NVA, Inc., in 
turn forced a five-year contract by 
threatening to “expose” the NVA Fund. 


Ed Sherman 
Case Dropped 


Moss dismisses complaint 

—Hickey-Anger to bring 

him and Rappaport to court 
6 


NEW YORK, June 2.—The complaint 
before the License Department against 
Eddie Sherman, which was brought by 
John Hickey and Harry Anger, owners 
of the Words and Music unit, has been 
dismissed. Commissioner Paul Moss re- 
vealed this today after deliberating the 
case since a week ago yesterday, when 
there was a hearing on it. He said that 
the theater and not Sherman (the book- 
er) was at fault. Moss, however, intends 
to carry thru on sponsoring an equitable 
uniform contract for use by vaude book- 
ers. 


I. Robert Broder, attorney for Hickey 
and Anger, expressed surprise when 
questioned about the decision. He had 
a letter from Moss that the decision 
would be made this Monday. Broder 
felt the dismissal was not justified and 
intends visiting Moss soon. In any event 
Broder says he will bring civil action 
against Issy Rappaport, owner of the 
theater, and Sherman. 


Sherman was haled before the com- 
missioner when he canceled Hickey and 
Anger’s unit out of the Hippodrome, 
Baltimore, on one week’s notice, which 
is according to contract. The cancella- 
tion was due to the closing of the house 
and was made after Hickey and Anger 
were turned down a couple of hours 
earlier on a request for a release. 


It was pointed out by Broder, and 
agreed upon by Moss, that vaude ccn- 
tracts as now issued by the booking 
offices are inequitable and have not been 
approved by the commissioner. He based 
his case on those angles, revealing that 
they are violations of the theatrical em- 
ployment agency law. Moss said today 
that on those angles Broder is right, but 
the License Department, has not done 
anything about those matters for about 
16 years. He felt Sherman should not 
be made to suffer for the laxity of the 
department. 


Moss claims that after he gets thru 
with the agents, he will proceed with 
his intention to draw up an equitable 
contract tc be used by all booking of- 
fices. He intends, when drawing up the 
uniform contract, to call on actors, 
agents, managers and bookers for the 
drafting of the clauses. 


Benefit Authr. Incorporates 


NEW YORK, June 4-—The Theater 
Benefit Authority Board, formed by 11 
theatrical organizations to curb local 
benefits, was incorporated last week as a 
membership corporation. It will be 
called the Theater Authority, Inc. 

Its aims are listed as ascertaining the 
purposes of theater benefits and dispo- 
sition of proceeds; approving worthy 
benefits for which actors may or may 
not appear gratis, and opposing benefits 
for unworthy causes or given under im- 
proper circumstances. 


Broder & Brensilber Split 


NEW YORK, June 2.—I. Robert Broder 
and Murray Brensilber dissolved their 
legal partnership as of yesterday. Broder, 
a former RKO attorney, retains the of- 
fices in the Bond Building.

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AFA in Boston 
Mass Meeting 


Second in effort to organ- 
ize local groups in key 
cities east of Mississippi 
e 
BOSTON, June 4—The American Fed- 
eration of Actors staged the second of 
its mass meetings at the American 
House here late Saturday night in a 


campaign to launch local organizations 
in key cities east of the Mississippi. 


Despite the dearth of local advance pub-" 


licity, a representative gathering greeted 
Ralph Whitehead and his colleagues 
from headquarters and the other speak- 
ers, who represented groups affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor. 

The meeting was conducted by Tom 
Senna, popular in New England perform- 
er circles. At conferences held earlier 
in the day Senna was chosen to repre- 
sent the AFA in this territory. 


In his ‘ntroductory talk, Senna 
dwelt briefly on the purposes of the 
AFA and he as well as the other 
speakers made it clear that the 
AFA’s purpose is constructive; that 
strikes are far removed from the minds 
of the organization's leaders and that 
the success of the AFA will not only 
mean better conditions for the actor but 
a firmer foundation for progress, in the 
vaudeville field particularly. 


Whitehead’s remarks closed the meet- 
ing. After a rousing reception he 
summed vp the history and purposes of 
the movement. He laid stress on the 
necessity of the AFA making good on 
its own before it can expect actual co- 
operation from the various stage crafts 
unions. He told in detail of progress 
being made in New York and indicated 
that the large circuits favor the AFA 
and stand ready to help it achieve its 
aims. Whitehead as well as several of 
the other speakers set forth from various 
angles a guiding thought — that the 
abuses suffered by the actor today are 
caused more by small, tenacious gyps 
than the larger circuit booking offices. 


Among the speakers were Charles Van, 
representing the International Alliance 
of Theatrical Stage Employees, who 
pledged the co-operation of his local 
group; Geoffrev L Whalen, editor of a 
New England regional, who made an 
eloquent plea for faith in the AFA’s 
leadership; George Gibbs, head of the 
local union of the American Federation 
of Musicians, who also pledged his co- 
operation and that of his group; Harry 
Burns, a member of the AFA council; 
Frank Fenton, district organizer of the 
A, F. of L., who contributed interesting 
thoughts and forceful pleas in behalf of 
labor organization; James Topping, of

Considerable improvement over pre- 
vious bills is noted in the current show, 
and if they continue to get better there 
is no reason why this house shouldn't 
again take its place as the de luxe 
vaudeville house of the town.

AEA REFERENDUM MAYBE 


Extension of Franchise Figured 


To Be Voted Upon by Membership 


Maifed poll may go out—four meetings okehed —by- 
law change goes thru with council amendment—nominat- 
ing com. amendment defeated—Gillmore re-elected

merely resurrects an old practice of the 
association that was discarded because 
of the depression. and only one vote 
went against it, 

Other amendment passed was the 
fourth suggested, providing for changes 
in the by-laws in the same manner as 
in the constitution. Thus, 30 signatures 
will be needed for the proposal of a by- 
law, the council will take action on it, 
and ratification of that action will he up 
to the general membership. Also, by- 
laws may emanate from the council as 
under the old system. In the group's 
original amendment a majority vote of 
members was needed to override the 
council's action on a suggested by-law, 
but before it was put to a vote the 
amendment wes further amended by the 
council to require a two-third’s vote. 
lt was passed at yesterday’s meeting by 
a majority of about two to one. 

Fireworks really started with the 
group’s first proposed amendment, 
which would extend the franchise and 
right to vote to all members who hold 
excused cards and who are less than a 
vear behind in dues. Spencer Kimball 
spoke in favor of it yesterday, and Pedro 
de Cordoba, a member of the council, 
against it. A standing vote was taken, 
and after the count it was announced 
the amendment had lost by eight votes. 
Cries of “Recount!” came from the floor, 
and a written ballot was taken, which 
was counted today 

Third amendment, providing for the 
election of the entire nominating com- 
mittee at a special meeting called for 
that purpose (instead of, as now, the 
election of six members and the ap- 
point of the remaining three by the 
council) precipitated the heaviest fire- 
works of the day. Jack Byrne and Philip 
Loeb spoke in favor of the amendment, 
and Peggy Wood opposed it. Tupper 
Jones shouted, “The organization 
shouldn’t be swayed by a young radical 
group,” ard the “average-actor” group 
booed him down Charles D. Brown said 
he was not a member of the group, but 
that he favored the amendment strong- 
ly. Vote was taken by ballot, and was 
aiso counted tcday. - 


Three-Hour Recounts 


Recounts started at Equity headquar- 
ters at 11 o’clock this morning, and were 
finally finished at a few minutes 
after 2. The results favored the first 
amendment (one-year delinquents en- 
titled to vote) by i21 to 120, the closest 
vote in the history of the association. 
The amendment providing for the elec- 
tion of the entire nominating committee 
lest by 133 to 96. 

Tabulation of the vote on the first 
amendment necessitated recount after 
recount, with numerous votes challenged 
on both sides because of questions of the 
voters heing in good standing. Finally 
the count was down to a tie, 121 to 121 
when the “average-actor” tellers chal- 
lenged another voter. There was a legal 
question involved, and Paul Turner, 
Equity counsel and administration sup- 
porter, was called in to give a decision. 
He ruled the member in question tech- 
nically unable to vote, and the “average- 
actor” group won. 

Amendment, however, is by no means 
certuin of passage as yet. According to 
Equity rulings, a quorum of 750 voting 
members is necessary to pass constitu- 
tional amendments, and if such a quo- 
rum is not obtained the amendment may 
be thrown into a referendum at the dis- 
cretion of the council. A referendum 
necessitates sending a written baliot on 


the disputed amendment to all members 
of Equity, who record their votes by 
mail, with the time for the return of the 


votes set by the council for each indi- 
vidual referendum. 
Referendum Expected 
It is felt virtually certain that the 


council, at its next regular meeting 
Tuesday, will vote “no quorum” on this 
amendment, and called for a referendum, 
results of which will be highly colored 
by out-of-town members, who are fig- 
ured as supporting the administration's 
stand against allowing delinquents to 
vote. All amendments brought up yes- 
terday are also subject to refercndum, 
but spokesmen for the council said to- 
day that there was no reason for so sub- 
mitting them. The second is non-con- 
troversial, the third was lost and the 
fourth imcludes the council’s own 
amendment provicing for a two-thirds 
vote. 


Albert Van Dekker, one of the leaders 
of the “average-actor” group and newly 
elected council member, questioned to- 
Cay the legality of submitting one 
amendment to a referendum without 
also submitting the others. 

The election of officers and council 
passed yesterday with little or no excite- 
ment. with six members of the group 
accorded council posts in the compro- 
mise slate that was drawn up by the 
nominating committee after the neated 
meeting in April. There was no opposi- 
tion ticket, and only 27 ballots were 
scratchea, with new names written in. 
That is one of the lowest records of 
scratched ballots at any Equity election. 


Slate Elected 


Officers elected or re-elected for terms 
of three years are: Frank Gil!’more, 
president: Osgood Perkins, first vice- 
president; Florence Reed, second vice- 
president, Arthur Byron, third vice- 
president; Peggy Wood, fourth vice-pres- 
ident; Leo Curley, recoraing secretary, 
and Paul Duvllizell, treasurer. The 10 
members of the council elected for five- 


year terms (10 of the 50 council mem- 
bers come up for election each year) 
are A. G. Andrews, George Arliss, Eddie 


Cantor, Katharine Cornell, Augustin 
Duncan. George Heller. Victor Kilian, 
Philip Loeb, Louise V, Prussing and Al- 
bert Van Dekker. Heller, Kilian, Loeb 
and Van Dekker are members of the 
“average-actor” group. 

Replacing previously elected council 
members are E, J. Blunkall (“average- 
actor’), to serve to 1936; William Gax- 
ton, to serve to 1937, and Florence Nash, 
to serve to 1937. Replacing council 
members who have been made officers 
are Mary Virginia Farmer (“average- 
actor”), to serve to 1935, and Robert T. 
Haines, to serve to 1936. 


Resolution Brought Up 


The “average-actor” group had intend- 
ed to bring up various resolutions at 
yesterday's meeting having to do with 
many other questicns, but the time tak- 
en up in debating the amendments pre- 
vented it. Cnly one resolution was dis- 
cussed, and even that came up after 
Equity’s allowed time in the Astor ball- 
recom had expired. That concerned a 
system of regulating pay cuts along the 
iines reported in The Billboard last week. 
It was referred to the council for deci- 
sion. It is figured that parts of the 
plan will be accepted and in general it 
will be mcdified, but final action is re- 
garded as favorable. 


It is. however, felt that the other reso- 
lutions the group intended to bring up 
are far trom dead. Four yearly meetings 
are now a part of the Equity constitu- 
tion, with the next to take place when- 
ever the council may decide. It will not 
be held off longer than the early fall, 
when it is expected that many other 
“average-actor” resolutions will come up. 


The CWA and unemplcyed actor group 
made a showing at yesterday's meeting 
by distributing pamphlets to Equity 
members as they left the Astor. Pamph- 
lets argued for further employment of 
the £,000 jobless actcrs than is provided 
in the 150 welfare jobs, and urged ex- 
pansion of relief projects. Organization 
asked for support in fighting for the 
needs of the unemployed, and announced 
its next meeting for Monday morning 
at 10:30 in the Union Church, 


FROVW OUT FRONT

Picking the 10 best performances of the season (who asked for them to be 


picked, anvhow?) 


is a tougher job this year than ever before. That seems the 


standard way to lead off a column such as this, but this year it happens to be true. 
The season just passing away into the statistical files saw more memorable and 
outstanding performances than any other within the memory of this reporter; just 
go down the list in your own mind and you're bound to agree. 


Single and individual performances, perhaps, failed to soar above the general 
level as they were wont to do. But that would be because the general average was 


so high; because so many performers crowded to the heights which, in other seasons, 
were held by two or three. 


Picking 10 performances, then, would seem a thankless, difficult and ticklish 
job. But even in so good an acting season as this 10 particular performances are 
bound to seem, to each individual spectator, better than the others, no matter how 
good those others happen to be. 


The 10 then, more or less in order of merit: Henry Hull as Jeeter Lester in Tobacco 
Road; Guy Bates Post as Professor Opal in The Shatter’d Lamp; Claude Rains as 
the trial lawyer in They Shall Not Die; Robert Loraine as the priest in Days Without 
End; Fay Bainter as Fran in Dodswcrth; Philip Merivale as Bothwell in Mary of 
Scotland; Effie Shannon as Mrs. Opal in The Shatter’d Lamp; Francis Lister as 
Oxford in Richard of Bordeauz; Frank M. Thomas Jr. in the title role of Wednesday’s 
Child, and Victor Moore as the immortal Alexander Throttlebottom in Let ’Em 
Eat Cake. 


There are few grounds for discussion in that list; each performance included 
is outstanding and important. Mr. Hull’s portrayal of a broken-down, lecherous, 
scurrilous cracker is one of the most detailed, authentic, effective and excellent pieces 
of character work to come to town in seasons. Mr. Post and Miss Shannon lent 
their splendid artistry to a play which, without them, would have been merely a 
banal and stagy piece of special pleading; with them, it seemed a powerful, moving 
and tremendously effective tragedy. Mr. Loraine made believable and sincere the 
defeatist soporifics handed him by Eugene O'Neill, making a secondary character 
stand out with importance and clarity in a second-rate play. Miss Bainter, whose 
work was generally snowed under by the excitement of Walter Huston’s return to 
the stage, gave what is probably the best performance of her career as Fran, seeing 
with clarity and insight into the woman's tricky mind, offering by long odds the 
most delicate study of a woman that was seen this season. Mr, Merivale brought 
ringing bravura and fine effect to Bothwell’s resounding speeches. Mr. Lister made 
effective the easily ruined character of Robert De Vere. Young Mr. Thomas, a little 
boy, turned in work which, by any standards, would rate with the 10 best of any 
season. Mr. Moore’s Mr. Throttlebottom is a stage classic. 

Mr. Rains seems to be the stormy petrel of criticism; either you like his work 
tremendously or you don't like it at all. This reporter can’t see how such a situation

No Action Yet 
Taken on Code 


Farnsworth now working 
on final draft—industrial 
relations board will stay in 


NEW YORK, June 2.—No action was 
taken here on the revised legit code this 
week, with the Monday meeting of the 
Legit Code Authority, which was expected 
to consider the rough draft, occupied with 
other things. Deputy NRA Administrator 
William P. Farnsworth brought his rough 
draft of the revised code here last week, 
and presented it to managerial and labor 
groups separately on successive days, get- 
ting their reactions and objections. It 
was thought that he would submit the 
draft to the Code Authority Monday, but 
more work has to be done on it first,in- 
cluding revisions that came out of the 
managerial and labor conferences. Also 
figured that Farnsworth held off due to 
the absence of labor members of the 
Authority who were attending conven- 
tions. 


It :s expected that Farnsworth will have 
the final draft worked out within a week 
or so. Jt will come up before the Code 
A:rthority at that time, and will then 
have to be okehed by President Roosevelt. 

The much-discussed and fought-over 
arbitration board, to which labor took 
such exception at the hearings, is still 
included in the modified form that was 
settled on after the fight. The rough 
draft provides for an industrial relations 
board to hear managerial-labor disputes, 
with submissions of such disputes to the 
board being compulsory. However, the 
board’s decisions will not be enforced un- 
less both parties to the arbitration agree 
to accept them. Labor will still hold the 
right to strike at any time. It is figured 
that the board will be primarily for the 
investigation of facts, but even the ex- 
istence of such machinery is held to be a 
gain for the managers, 


In the actual working out of the plan 
it is expected that voluntary boards will 
be established for each situation that 
comes up. It ts also felt that the indus- 
trial relations board as it now stands will 
be kept by Farnsworth in his final draft 
of the revised code, in spite of the con- 
tinued objections of labor. 


Ticket provisions will be strengthened 
under the system reported last week, 
which amounts to a retention of the old 
method, plus vigorous enforcement meas- 
ures heretofore lacking. As also reported 
last week, the managers will have equal 
representation on the Code Authority, a 
point for which they fought strongly in 
Washington,

CHICAGO, June 2.—Schobe & Bell, 
producers of The Drunkard in Los 
Angeles, have decided to invade the 
Middle West with a company in the old 
melodrama, A busload of players, all from 
California, passed thru here the other 
day bound for Milwaukee, where they 
open tomorrow at Schroeder Hotel. Later, 
it is said, they plan to come to Chi- 
cago, possibly under the sponsorship of 
a brewery. No details are available 
regarding this.

Out of NRA 


Farnsworthannouncesterit 
ers’ resignation from Code . 
—offer co-operation

NEW YORK, June 2.—At a meeting 
Monday of the Legit Code Authority it 
was announced by Deputy NRA Admini- 
strator William P. Farnsworth that the 
Dramatists’ Guild had withdrawn its 
representation from the code group. The 
action was effective April 16. 

The Guild had dispatched its letter of 
resignation to Farnsworth April 13, im- 
mediately after the stormy Washington 
code hearings. According to reports, its 
action was prompted by complaints 
which were voiced at the hearings that 
it was deriving benefits from representa- 
tion on the Legit Code Authority, but 
doing nothing for the producers in re- 
turn. 


The Guild has never been enthusi- 
astically in favor of the code in any 
case. Ever since it went into effect 
last August, the Guild has held that its 
members are neither employers of labor, 
nor recipients of wages, and that, there- 
fore, they remain unaffected by any pro- 
visions of the NRA. 

Dramatists’ outfit, however, expressed 
willingness to co-operate with the Code 
Authority whenever it should be called 
upon to do so. 

Other theatrical labor groups had 
threatened withdrawal from the Author- 
ity at the Washington hearings, most 
of them prompted by the compulsory 
arbitration clause which the managers 
sought to write into the revised code, 
Among them were Equity, AFM and the 
stagehands, 


“Winesburg” for Hedgerow 


PHILADELPHIA, June 2,—Sherwood 
Anderson’s Winesburg, Ohio, mentioned 
last season as a Theater Guild possi- 
bility, will have its premier performance 
June 30 at Jasper Deeter’s Hedgerow 
Theater in Rose Valley. 

Anderson has been at Hedgerow re- 
cently to arrange for the production. 
Winesburg is the third opening listed by 
the suburban group in the last few days. 
Spring in Autumn will open June 16 
and Shaw’s Saint Joan will be a feature 
of the Shaw Festival in July.

IATSE Blacklists Three 


NEW YORK, June 2.—Three theatrical 
companies have been blacklisted by the 
International Alliance of Theatrical Stage 
Employees and Mction Picture Machine 
Operators of the United States and Can- 
ada for failing to comply with IA re- 
quirements. They are the Ted Shawn 
Dancers, the De Wolf Hopper Company 
and General Electric Corporation. If 
connection of latter with show biz 
seems obscure, fight arose out of 
performances for advertising purposes. 
General Electric tried to give ad shows in 
Denver, and, when challenged by the 
local, took on union men. Thev were dis- 
charged after the Denver engacement, 
however, and the company continued to 
plav, heading for the Coast. 


The Shawn outfit has been playing 
chiefly in auditoriums and schools. re- 
cently in New York State, and refuses to 
take on union men. Equipment is in 
excess of union vaude requirements. The 
Hopper Company was reported from Terre 
Haute, Ind, for refusing to hire local IA 
men. It carries two operators of its own, 
nonunion. Is playing thru Nlinois.

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Theater Bars Up 
At Monday Hearing 


NEW YORK, June 2.—Representatives 
of the theater will confer Monday at 4 
p.m. with Edward P. Mulrooney, head of 
the State Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board, in another effort to get an official 
okeh on bars in theaters. Big biz and 
intake hoom which the theater men ex- 
pected with repeal failed to materialize 
when theater bars were ruled out. Ques- 
ticn was brought up again at last Mon- 
day’s meeting of the Legit Code Authority, 
with all theatrical groups, including 
Fquity and the stagehands, supporting 
the managers. William A. Brady, who 
arranged the conference; Dr. Henry Mos- 
kowitz, adviser to the League of New 
York Theaters, and Lee Shubert will be 
among those to confer with Mulrooney. 

Among theaters possessing bars ‘s the 
Lyceum, with its bar put in by Courtney 
Burr when repeal came around, but never 
used because of the official ban. _ The 
only house in town to get an okeh has 
been the Metropolitan Opera House, with 
no reason given for that exception. 

Forrest Theater also has a bar—but on 
a technicality. Bar is located in the 
Forrest Hotel next door, with a door 
broken thru from the back of the theater 
to the grill room. Forrest has been tak- 
ing almost any attraction that applies, 
merely to get the bar trade, which bears 
out the managers’ contention that a bar 
okeh would improve business, keep houses 
open and tend to provide work.

okeh, much of a theater’s revenue is de- 
rived from that source. Would help to 
meet carrying charges. Also, they argue, 
it would spur production and in general 
boost employment, thru the manage- 
ment’s effort to keep the house open for 
the bar take, 1s in the case of the Forrest.

The Action Takes Place in a Rooming House 
in Manhattan—Present Time. ACT I—Scene

A play called Furnished Rooms came 
to the Ritz Theater on the eve of Deco- 
ration Day, just in time to receive its 
wreath along with all the rest. It was 
by Ragnhilde Bruland (acute accent 
over the “u”) and was presented by 
Edgar Allen, with a musical comedy lass 
named Vicki Cummings in the leading 
role. Charity demands that this report 
end there. 

But duty demands otherwise. The 
play deals, as may be gathered from 
the title, with a rooming house. This 
particular house is run by Frank Foster, 
a lecherous fellow given to receiving fa- 
vors in lieu of rent, and into his 
clutches comes young Ann Hadley, 
daughter of a college professor, broke 
and looking for a job. When Mr. Foster 
makes a pass at her she falls per- 


functorily to the floor in a faint, where- 
at he picks her up and hotfoots it to- 
ward the bed as the first-act curtain 
falls. It is the best blackout of the 
season, 

Thereafter the bad Mr. Foster’s good 
young son comes home from college 
with an engineering degree, and what 
could be more natural than that he love 
sweet Ann with a pure and consuming 
love. But she can’t tell him of the 
cause of her ruin, and so she resigns 
herself to a sorry and loveless life. In 
the end, however, Foster Junior finds 
out what's what, and papa is felled by 
a convenient pistol shot, the whole 
thing turning into a murder meller 
within a few seconds of the end. Which 
was all that was needed. 

Other characters are also introduced, 
but there’s no use going into that. At 
one point somebody says, “Ann, you're 
acting awfully strange.” That goes 
double in spades for all the dramatis 
personae. 

The dialog had the life of a rag doll 
and the interest of a thesis on the use 
of color-adjectives in Wordsworth. 

Miss Cummings undressed prettily at 
one point in the action, which. with 
films what they are, makes it all the 
more a pity that she can't act. The 
rest, with practically no exceptions, were 
as awkward, inept and amateurish as 
the play they were in. Violet Barney, 
as the more-than-housekeeper to Mr. 
Foster, seemed the only one who had 
anything approaching a professional ap- 
proach. John F. Morrissey, as Foster, 
was understandably snowed under by 
the part; he might just as well have 
tried to bring belief to Simon Slade of 
Ten Nights in a Barroom, 

There were several musical comedy 
lasses in the audience. In view of the 


obvious trend of the casting, one won- 
ders how they managed to avoid getting

jobs in the show.

Miss Menken’s performance as Queen 
Blizaveth was fraught with dignity and 
beauty, in spite of muffling direction and 
a complete Jack of action in all her scenes, 
Miss Philips brought beauty and dignity 
and insight to the unfolding portrait of 
an American girl over a span of 30 years. 
Mr. Watson gave with dignity and effect 
the flowing periods of a poetic drama, 
making both poetry and emotion live tn 
lines that were sometimes dead. Mr. Dan- 
forth’s Lord High Chancellor was the best 
Gilbert and Sullivan performance within 
memory (which is high praise indeed). 
Miss Brand, as the little nurse, performed 
one scene as touchingly and heart-stir- 
ringly as anything has been done this 
season. Miss Brice’s Countess Dubinsky 
was one of the comedy highlights of this 
or any other season (to say nothing of all 
the rest of her work. Mr. Higgins gave 
one of the most calculatedly comic per- 
formances within memory, one that made 
a poor play seem like a good one. Mr. 
Meredith, cast this time in a comedy role, 
carried out the great promise he showed 
last season in Little Ol’ Boy (he’s going 
to be one of America’s three or four great- 
est actors some day). Mr. Bromberg gave 
a vivid, sympathetic and detailed per- 
formance, quite on a par with all of his 
fine work. And Mr. Cohan, of course, did 
more than Mr. O’Neill to make Ah, 
Wilderness! enjoyable.

PHILADELPHIA, June 2.—Whether or not a distributing company can insert 
a clause in film contracts forbidding double features will be aired in the Federal 
Court here. Harry Perlman, operator of two local theaters, has entered suit to have 
his contracts nullified charging the major distributors were trying to drive him out 
of business thru forbicding double bills. Former Representative Benjamin Golder, 
counsel for Perlman, stated that this suit would be the first gun in a broad offensive 
against the “motion picture trust” and that it is only the forerunner of a fight. 


Golder has named every major producer 
in his bill of complaint. Perlman stated 
that under his contract he is not per- 
mitted to show double features, but must 
be content with films that have reached 
him after they have been shown by 
chains and all the drawing power taken 
from them. He says under the circum- 
stances it is essential that he show duals 
in his houses. 

The picture producers who were made 
defendants in the suit outlined their 
position against duals thru their counsel, 
Morris Wolfe. 


“In the opinion of practically every 
motion picture producer and distributor, 
the display of double features is ex- 
tremely injurious to the entire industry,” 
said Wolfe. “The same view is held by 
the overwhelming number of independent 
theater operators. 

“Just within the last month the presi- 
dent of the Motion Picture Theater 
Owners of America, which is the rec- 
ognized association of independent thea- 
ter owners, communicated to the motion 
picture producers a resolution adopted by 
the convention in Los Angeles. denounc- 
ing double programs as unfair competi- 
tion between theaters. 


“The producers will protect their cus- 
tomers, the theater operators, from the 
unfair competition of those who wish to 
ruin the business.” 


When the case comes up for hearing 
it is likely that exhios from all the near- 
by States will be called in to testify and 
the indies expect to make this a test 
case for the country. 


Honest Criticism 
Is Welcome, Hays 


CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., June 2.— 
Speakingé before fellow alumni of Wa- 
bash College here this week, Will Hays, 
head of the motion picture producer 
group, stated that his organization wel- 
comes wholesome criticism from those 
who have the interest of pictures at 
heart. 

He deplored those groups who “make 
a living by paid lectures denouncing mo- 
tion pictures; by job seekers who fasten 
themselves on federal or State pay rolls 
thru proposils for alleged federal regu- 
lation or political censorship; by trade 
chiselers who would gain from the con- 
fusion created by the destruction of cer- 
tain standard trade practices.” 

He stated that his organization is the 
severest critic of pictures and is doing 
its best to eliminate all objectionable 
material from the screen. 


G. L. Joins Midwest

Indie Film Buyers 


Are Now Organized 


NEW YORK. June 2—The Independ- 
ent Film Byers’ Protective Group was 
organized here this week. Exhibitor 
leaders from all parts of the country 
were present and plans were laid for 
the fight to keep film rentals within 
bounds. The delegates issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 


“Cuhainating independent exhibitor 
unrest, prevalent for the past few years. 
exhibitor association leaders including 
all groups east of the Mississippi River 
and representing almost 73 per cent of 
the independent buying power of this 
country, met in a series of important 
conferences out of which has come the 
‘Independent Film Buycrs Protective 
Group.’ 

“A committee of five, consisting of 
Lou Blimenthal, chairman; Dr. J. B. 
Fishman, John Benas, Eddie Ansin and 
David Barrist, was appointed. Co-oper- 
ating with the committe? of five will be 
Harry Brandt and Sidney Samuelson, 
acting in an ex-officio capacity. This 
committee was empowered to work out 
a three-point program. 


“1.—Explore all possible source; of new 
product, both American and British, with 
a& view of lining up pictures that can be 
purchased on ‘fair-play’ terms. 


“2.—Seek definite tieups with certain 
existing companies whereby additional 
product will be made available to in- 
Gependent theaters. 

“3.—Organize and formulate protective 
measures against unfair rentals, per- 
centages, preferred playing time, etc.” 

Temporary offices have been estab- 
lished at 341 W. 44th st., New York, 
the present office of the I. T. O. A. of 
New York. 


M. P. League To Start 


NEW YORK, June 2.—The Motion Pic- 
ture Baseball League will open its season 
on June 10.

Hollywood Writers Will Place 


Blame for Dirt 


HOLLYWOOD, Calif.. June 2.—Holly- 
wood screen writers, most of them mem- 
bers of the Screen Writers’ Guild, have 
decided not to permit the producers, 
supervisors or directors of pictures to in- 
ject any dirt in scenarios written by the 
group. The writers claim that they write 
clean material, but that the studios inject 
the dirty phrases and situations and pass 
the buck to the writers. 

The movement has been brought about 
by the growing agitation against dirty 
pictures. The writers feel that the studios 
will point to the authors as the parties 
responsible and paint themselves lilly 
white. It is the intention of the writers 
to put the blame where it belongs and

take steps to stop any studio tampering 
with their work. 

The writers pledged to the movement 
claim that they will resign from their 
jobs before taking any orders that, in 
view of the campaign against Hollywood, 
might ultimately ruin the industry. A 
bitter fight against producers who look 
on the anti-filth campaign as a joke, 
against actors who have too much to say 
about their screen material, and against 
comics who play horse with otherwise 
innocent lines in the script now is loom- 
ing and the writers are set for it 

Altho the writers’ movement still is 
going on sub-rosa, it is reported that 
many of the highest priced scenarists in 
the movies are pledged to it. 


Denver Disposes of 
Cut-Rate Tactics 


DENVER, June 2.—The Denver Griev- 
ence Board disposed of three cut-rate 
admission cases by finding for the de- 
fendant in every case. Fred Lind, own- 
er of the Grand Theater at Littleton, 10 
miles out of Denver, charged that 
Thomas Sullivan, of the Gothic at En- 
glewood, a Denver suburb, had been 
flcoding Littleton with calendars ad- 
vertising his pictures, and with a “bud- 
dy” or two-for-one coupon attached. 
The board ordered Sullivan to stop the 
practice but Suliivan indicated he would 
appeal, based on the claim he was not 
ccmpetition to Lind. Sullivan pointed 
out in the arguments he was forced to 
run many films after Ling, as Lind had 
such a clause in most of his contracts. 

The Black Hills Amusement Company, 
cperators of the Elks Theater at Rapid 
City, S. D., claimed that the Rex and 
State of the same city were using two- 
for-ones as well as the State using 
throwaway tickets.

Word comes to us that the Hays organization is pre- 
paring a war chest of $2,000,000 to combat the nation- 
wide picture boycott which is threatened by the Catholic 
Church and national women’s clubs. If this is true, and 
we have every reason to believe it is, it further proves the 
need of intelligent leadership in the organization. Mr. 
Hays thru his long political affiliations should know that 
it is impossible to fight righteous public opinion with 
dollars. 


Mr. Hays evidently forgets that he is not fighting ward 
heelers and vote sellers. He seems to forget that there are 
people in this country who will look with shame on any 
move to spend $2,000,000 to justify lewdness and filth. He 
fails to realize that indignant American public opinion has 
sent to oblivion groups more powerful than the Hays cr- 
ganization and no amount of money can stem the tide. 


To our mind it would seem sensible for Mr. Hays to 
meet the protesting groups in a friendly spirit, and in spite 
of past broken promises he might be able to gain their 
good will. It would be a gesture in the right direction and

For years we have watched the clumsy technic of Mr.

We hereby ask Mr. Hays to forget the war chest and 
meet the antagonists of dirty pictures in an effort to co- 
operate in a general cleanup without the necessity of put- 
ting the exhibitor in the middle. We do not believe this 
is asking too much, but judging from past performances 
the suggestion may be too sensible to be accepted. 
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Casey Believes Higher Rentals 
Necessary To Relieve Producers 


NEW YORK, June 2.—What looks like 
the first gun toward increased film rent- 
als for the next buying season was fired 
by Pat Casey this week. Casey is repre- 
senting the studios on the studio labor 
committee appointed by Sol Rosenblatt. 

Casey, on his arrival here from the 
Coast, stated that the studios have in- 
creased their expense 25 per cent due to 
the NRA and the only means of recov- 
ering it is thru increased rentals to 
exhibitors.

ter. “I think the film boycott by 
the churches is a good thing,” Funk 
said.

A _ lot of potential 
patrons are now lost, solely because 
of a single objectionable bit in a 
picture.

Chi Ministers 
For Clean Films 


CHICAGO, June 2.—Protestant minis- 
ters of Chicago, at a meeting held this 
week under auspices of the Chicago 
Church Federation, pledged to join and 
support the Legion of Decency now be- 
ing organized as a protest against inde- 
cent motion pictures. They adopted 
unanimously the pledge recently circu- 
lated by the Catholic Church, reading 
as follows: 

“I wish to join the Legion of Decency, 
which condemns vile and unwholesome 
pictures. I will unite with all who pro- 
test against them as a grave menace to 
youth, to home life, to country and to 
religion. I condemn absolutely those 
debauching motion pictures which, with 
other degrading agencies, are corrupting 
public morals. Considering these evils, 
I hereby promise to remain away from 
all motion pictures except those which 
do not offend decency and public 
morality.”

Pittsburgh Houses Now Giving 
Three-Hour Show at 15c Bottom 


PITTSBURGH, June 2. — An innova- 
tion that is sweeping local first-run and 
naborhood motion picture houses is ex- 
pected to prove a major benefit to pro- 
ducers of both independent pictures and 
shorts. It is the three-hour program 
idea, which includes two features and 
a number of short subjects. 


Warner Bros.’ houses were the first 
here to advertise 180 full minutes of 
entertainment at no advance and in 
some cases reduced prices. To meet this 
boast, two features and two or three 
shorts are required to complete the pro- 
gram. The first-run Warner Theater in- 
augurated this policy a couple of weeks 
ago and box-office receipts, compared to 
its previous one-feature and shorts pol- 
icy, doubled. 

Then the WB Ritz. Palace, William 
Penn and Kenyon houses changed to 
these marathon programs. Independent 


houses followed suit when a decided dip 
in receipts was noted. The Granada, as 
an example, for 15 cents offered May 
28-29 George Raft in The Trumpet 
Blows, Edward Everett Horton in The 
Poor Rich, Joe Penner in Gangway, a 
cartoon and a newsreel. 


The single-picture policy has long lost 
favor here: Those few that do prove 
exceptions and clean up at the box of- 
fice are the flickers which receive a 
national well-promoted advertising cam- 
pagn and then prove the truth of their 
advertisements to the nth degree. The 
House of Rothschild, Riptide and The 
Private Life of Henry VIII have been 
such films. 

The dry double-feature program lost 
interest when competing theaters began 
thinking of plans which would boost 
their box-office shekels. This three-hour 
program emerged as the result. 


German Film Biz 
Seems on Way Out 


BERLIN, June 2.—Despite the optimis- 
tic stories in the Nazi press, the German 
film industry is slowly but surely losing 
its foreign markets and at the present 
rate the industry will cease to exist un- 
less it becomes heavily subsidized by the 
government. About half the producing 
companies have already liquidated or 
stopped operations, and the remainder arc 
prepared to close their studios unless 
immediate aid is extended 

The foreign market for German film 
has almost ceased to exist, due primarily 
to the deterioration of product and the 
strong Nazi flavor injected into the fea- 
tures. The government insists that every 
film made here must carry propaganda 
favorable to the party in power and this 
does not go over big with exhibitors in- 
side or outside of Germany. 

The Nazis have expelled all of the 
Jews from the picture field. It was the 
Jews who built the German film business 
and made German pictures equal to any 
in the world. The new appointees are 
either unfamiliar with film producticn or 
so cramped by Nazi regulations that 
they find it impossible to make product 
acceptable outside this country. 


The press of the country has carried 
yarns concerning the growing strength 
cf German films and in the same columns 
they have announced the bankruptcies 
cf film companies. The outlook is ex- 
ceedingly bad and unless there is a 
radical change the German film industry 
will be sunk without trace. 


Washington Exhibs Open 
Sundays; Fined Weekly 


WASHINGTON, Pa., June 2.—Movies 
were shown here Sunday for the fourth 
consecutive Sabbath at Warner Bros.’ 
State Theater and the day brought the 
opening of an attack simultaneously in 
all the churches of the city against the 
management. Fostered by the Ministerial 
Association, which has discussed the 
situition for some weeks but had taken 
no formal action, a postcard campaign 
was 'aunched. 


These cards, denouncing Sunday movies 
as another step in the effort to break 
down law enforcement, were distributed 
to hundreds of members to be mailed 
individually by membérs to the theater 
management. The association says there 
is no doubt that the holding of the shows 
on Sunday is a violation of the common- 
wealth and is “a very serious matter.” 

The management and employees of the 
theater have been paying weekly fines 
amounting te about $60. 


Monogram in 
Regional Meet 


CINCINNATI, June 4.—A Midwest meet- 
ing of 17 exchanges of Monogram Pic- 
tures, Inc., called by President W. Ray 
Johnston, was held here Saturday in the 
Netherland Plaza Hotel. The more than 
70 salesmen, covering territory from Buf- 
falo to Dallas, Tex., were gathered to dis- 
cuss the 1934-’85 product of some 20 
feature pictures. 

Among those present, in addition to 
President W. Ray Johnston, were Edward 
Golden, general sales manager, in charge 
of the meeting; J. P. Priedhoff, secretary 
and treasurer, and Ralph Poucher, of 
Consolidated Film Industries, New York. 
Hosts for the convention were J.S. Jossey 
and Nat L. Lefton, holders of the Ohio 
franchise. Following the business meet- 
ing a banquet and general get-together 
were held at Arrowhead Inn, a class 
suburban night spot.

Andina rear seat 
in one of the big de luxers it means 
little or nothing to have one’s eyes 
open, save when they are trained 
on the lenses of opera binoculars. 

Even circus clowns are bitten 
by the vaudeville bug; there being 
as much room left in the business 
for the old-time pantomime clown 
as there is a welcome for a fire in- 
spector in the elevators of a film 
storage building. 

Revues are generally overpriced 
vaude shows; vaude shows are 
stage transcriptions of ether 
stanzas—and even burlesque is 
striving for Ziegfeldian effects 
without paying the price in ade- 
quate scenery, costumes and ma- 
terial.

All this being as it is the most 


striking example of the criss- 


crossing of various amusement 
forms is the trend in eateries. 
Confused, bothered and burdened 
down with film costs and product 
entanglements, operators of thea- 
ters seem to be steering clear, 
when possible. of combo policies. 
Like the bar flies of the good old 
days they prefer to take theirs 
straight. With the typical theater 
man of today it’s either straight 
film or all “flesh.” 

We cati’t say with any degree of 
definiteness that combo policies 
are fading. But the trend actually 
exists. The lovers of stage shows 
will be served. It matters little, 
in the final analysis, whether it 
‘vill be thru the medium of combo 
policies or straight “flesh” but 
served they will be. More and 
more are theaters thruout the 
country taking their chances with 
road shows—drama. revues, oper- 
ettas. This rather than continued 
ptzzlement over relative drawing 
powers of the two portions ot 
combo programs.

While all this is going on the cafe field, 
stimulated by liberal curfew ordinances 
and Repeal, is the natural for typical 
vaude shows. Here definitely there are 
no film entanglements, no double-fea- 
ture problems and no worries about first, 
second and third runs. Cafe patrons have 
not been vague and hesitant about voic- 
ing their preferences. They want enter- 
tainment—live entertainment—vwith their 
food and drinks. The places that are 
giving it to them unstintingly are doing 
the business. And in most of these places 


irregularly cluttered up with abuses. 


food is important but secondary and the 
stress is on the show and the drinks.

As an old- 
time trouper, vaudeville performer and 
specialty entertainer, I am beginning to 
wonder what has 
gotten into the 
brothers and sisters 
anchored here with 
the World’s Fair 
delusion in their 
talented brains. 

For a week I have 
been trying to organize a unit of six 
people to play in vutlying towns. The 
salary offered is right, the conditions 
ideal and the managers of the houses 
involved have spent time and money to 
book the act. The reputable booking 
agent serving me, as well as myself, has 
invested time, money and every serious 
effort to induce the required number 
of performers to accept assured work for 
the summer season. But for some rea- 
s0n we haven’t been able to get to first 
base with the deal. 


It just seems that the deluded brothers 
and sisters of the profession are lending 
over-eager ears to empty promises of high- 
pressure de luxe office racketeers of 
World’s Fair entertainment bookers. Don't 
they realize that they are due for a rude 
awakening soon? With the best of inten- 
tions the World’s Fair management can 
absorb only a given amount of talent. 
About 99 in every 100 must be disap- 
pointed when the toll of the final reckon- 
ing comes. 


Is an occasional] booking in taverns and 
similar places and the long, uncertain 
wait preferable to an assured job and 
guaranteed meal ticket for the summer 
season? With thousands of performers 
needing work it seems only a matter of 
common sense that the brothers and 
Sisters of the profession take a common- 
sense view of the situation and hop on 
the Prosperity Bread Wagon now waiting 
to serve them.

Blandishments 
Of World Fair 
Hurting Road

In The Forum of May 26 in “When 
Trucks First Moved Show Wagons,” S. 
J. (Tex) Arnold states that so far as 
he is able to find out on April 30, 1914, 
in Cleveland, trucks were used by the 
Frank P. Speilman Shows to move 
wagons off of the 
lot and that this 
was probably the 
first time motor 
equipment was 
used by shows to 
move wagons. 

While I _ posi- 
tively know that the S. W. Brundage 
Shows used and carried a motor truck 
at least one year previous to this date 
for the purpose of moving their wagons, 
I will have to depend on others who 
were with the show in tnose years to 
back me up, it no doubt being plain to 
them that we had the “Binger’—this 
being the title we gave the truck that 
moved the wagons on the streets and in 
many cases loaded and unloaded the 
train. 


This was a large touring car converted 
into a truck, having a chain drive and 
was very powerful. The car was a 
Moline and was purchased new at Pratt, 
Kan., by S. W. Brundage during the 
week of July 4, 1909. It was one of the 
few automobiles in Western Kansas at 
that date. In those days there was one 
feature about a car that was always 
elaporated on and one point that was 
always asked about first when looking 
over a car—how much clearance has it? 
You never hear of that today, as it has 
no bearing on a car at all, due to the 
paved roads. When the agricultural 
States had the high ridges in the cen- 
ter of the roads you had to have plentv 
of clearance so that your rear axle 
would clear. More than once have I 
seen cars hung up on these ridges in 
Kansas, Missouri and the territories of 
Indian and Oklahoma during 1904 an‘4 
later years. The Moline car I refer to 
had a clearance of 14 inches, and it was 
the talk of the small towns the show 
made in those days. In fact, it was one

of the big cars in that section and it 
caused considerable attention. 


New makes and new designs of cars 
were coming on, and Mr. Brundage made 
another buy and converted the Moline 
into a truck, it proving a very handy 
vehicle and attracted a lot of attention, 
as it helped move our wagons to and 
from the lot and on and off the train. 


While I will have to depend on others 
to back me up with reference to the S. 
W. Brundage Shows having the “Binger” 
in 1913, I can supply positive proof from 
the files of The Billboard that we still 
had the truck at our closing stand in 
November, 1915, at Gainesville, Tex. 


For the season of 1915 there were two 
S. W. Brundage shows, No 1 under man- 
agement of S. W. Brundage, and No. 2 
under management of Homer V. Jones. 
For the week of November 29, 1915, both 
shows united at Gainesville and closed 
the season there, No. 1 coming from 
Bonham, Tex., Harry Early, trainmaster; 
No. 2 coming from Marietta, Okla., Tom 
W. (Slim) Kelley, trainmaster. Both 
shows closed at Gainesville and moved 
to Leavenworth, Kan., for the winter. 


The “Binger” truck was much in evi- 
dence at Gainesville on the Sunday we 
unloaded, so much so that a local 
photographer took several pictures of 
the truck handling the wagons, onc of 
them showing six loads on way to lot 
from the train, the picture being taken 
in front of the federal building. I still 
have the plates from which the photos 
were made. 


It is plainly evident that the use of 
trucks about any show was not very 
frequent up to this time, due to the 
statement of The Billboard in edition 
dated December 18, 1915, when a picture 
of the “Binger” handling the six wagons 
at Gainesville was run and with it the 
following legend: 


“This is proof of the feasibility of an 
auto truck carnival. In the accompany- 
ing picture the auto truck is pulling 
six big wagons, combined weight of 
which is 66,000 pounds. The truck ,was 
built by S. W. Brundage on the road. 
The engine is a 20-horse-power Wiscon- 
sin motor; the radiator, hood and seat 
and all transmission mechanism are that 
of an ordinary Moline runabout. The 
frame, axles and wheels are those of a 
1,000-pound delivery truck. The coupler 
is an original idea of the mechanics on 
the S. W. Brundage Shows. The entire 
truck weighs about 3,000 pounds, and 
at the time this photo was taken was 
carrying about a 1,000-pound load. With 
this truck, small as it is, doing the work 
as above mentioned, there is no reason 
why a larger truck, built upon the came 
lines as this one, could not transport an 
entire carnival company’s equipment 
over the country, especially on the good 
roads in the East, and, for that matter, 
on the roads in the Middle West now 
being built and repaired by the various 
good road committees. The day will 
come when this will be a reality.” 


I call attention cof readers to the last 
sentence. How well this prediction has 
turned to facts, we all know. I am sorry 
I do not have facts to show that the S. 
W. Brundage Shows used this truck 
previous to 1915; as early as 1913. I 
have several volumes of publicity mat- 
ter and route books covering my many 
vears with the S. W. Brundage Shows, 
it being possible that I will be able to 
locate something that will produce facts 
as to the date earlier than 1915 as to 
use of a motor truck on the S. W. 
Brundage Shows. MIKE T. CLARK.

Agents who book this sort of enter- 
tainment are, of course, within the law 
and evidently able to escape the require- 
ment of the much-discussed “code” 
founded by the AFA organization. What 
a pity that managers of theaters booking 
such entertainment could not do a little 
good during these hard times and spend 
a few more dollars to lift the yoke of 
slavery and humiliation from the unfor- 
tunate performers’ necks by playing 
vaudeville. 


We can’t expect the small booking 
agents to think of this angle, for they 
have always been too busy grasping for 
the almighty dollar and .caring nothing 
about humane ethics. Even when man- 
agers were satisfied to pay vaudeville per- 
formers a living wage, these small-time 
bookers would chisel among one another 
until the one giving the lowest bid got 
the “house” to book. Simon Legree would 
be a philanthropist in comparison to 
some of these heartless individuals. 


I hope that our worthy AFA organiza- 
tion will defeat this theatrical sweat-shop 
way of forcing actors to pose as amateurs 
to get their daily bread. I long for the 
day when the AFA can have its own book- 
ing exchanges in the large cities where it 
can make contact with all house man- 
agers interested in playing flesh shows. 

This will bring all vaudeville talent 
under one head and will eliminate chis- 
eling and will protect both artist and 
manager. It can be done with the good 
old Blue Eagle behind such a movement, 
stipulating a livable minimum salary and 
with efficient officials at the head, en- 
couraged by the performer's loyalty, until 
the sweat-shop monster is leveled to the 
earth, where its co-parasites can gnaw at 
its vitals.

The leader I have in 
mind puts over a series of dance numbers 
with a snap. In place of so many marches 
and slow, straggling waltzes, put over 
our modern dance syncopation. 

Music makes the show and this is 
proven by the way bandmasters of the 
larger shows snap over their numbers. 
But after some shows get your money 
they seem to take on an air of triumph 
and might as well hang out a banner ex- 
pressing, “to hell with you now!”

Johnson was a passenger in a 
car driven by Al Hamilton, John- 
son's associate in a current cir- 
cus promotion in New Jersey. 
Hamilton was held in the Tombs 
onatechnical charge of hemicide, 
but was released on June 1 pend- 
ing forma! investigation. John- 
son and Hamilton’s father, de- 
ceased, were intimate friends, 
Newspaper accounts said that 
the other car was driven by a 
naval lieutenant’s wife, here with 
the U. S. Fleet. Hamilton told 
friends that Johnson, who was in 
the front seat, saw the impend- 
ing crash and made an attempt 
to exit, but was too late. He died 
without ever reaching the hos- 
pital. Hamilton and two cther 
passengers, Mr. and Mrs. Dan 
Dandy, were injured. 

Johnson made and lost three 
separate fortunes in the opera- 
tion of fraternal shows of all 
categories. At one time he kept 
a shew going on week stands for 
a period of 28 weeks, but of re- 
cent years had promoted indoors 
and outdoors spasmodically, suf- 
fering several reverses in the 
last four years. He was known 
to hundreds of performers, attrac- 
tion men and_ concessioners. 
Johnson was a native of Texas 
and went east when young to 
establish himself on the top heap 
of sponsored circus shows, scor- 
ing heavily during the years that 
E!tk, Shrine and other fraternal 
organizations maintained strong 
membership structures. He was 
a member of the Elks, Shrine and 
other clubs. 

Funeral services were held 
from Cook’s Funeral Parlors, 117 
West 72d street, June 3, the body 
being shipped to Nashville, Tenn., 
home town of his widow, Mary, 
for burial. Several sisters and

WASHINGTON. June 2.—The impos- 
sible, seemingly, has come to pass. It has 
to do with a story which could have been 
press-agented with such ease as to glad- 
den the hearts of the publicists. News 
editors would have grabbed for it, given it 
first-page space. As far as known, up to 
this time not an inkling of this story 
has crept out to the general public. 
Despite its value in a news way, pro- 
prietors, managers, counselor, -publicity 
representatives, employees, and of a circus 
of all institutions, kept mum as to this 
incident. Reason is, the occasion was not 
meant to publicize the circus with which 
it had to do nor to put the principal 
figure in the happening in the limelight. 
He’s had and still has enough of that. 
In a few words, General Hugh S. Johnson, 
NRA administrator, whose name almost is 
a household word, whose every public 
action is news, went to Ringling Bros. 
and Barnum & Bailey Circus on the 
occasion of the recens visit to Washington 
of that aggregation and none knew any- 
thing of it beyond a few who were par- 
ticipants with General Johnson in the 
visit and employees and executives of 
the organization. 


He was accompanied by Sol A. Rosen- 
blatt, division administrator, and Wil- 
liam P. Farnsworth, deputy administrator, 
of NRA. They were escorted by John M.

Chances are General Johnson had a bit 
of nostalgia as old scenes in the army 
came back to him. The smell of the cor- 
ral, of harness equipment, of saddle 
leather, of tanbark, the atmosphere of it 
all doubtless made codes, labor troubles, 
Physical fatigue fall away from him for 
the nonce. And what a kick the circus 
personnel got as word spread rapidly, 
“General Johrson is right over there.” 
After fully enjoying this break in the 
hard routine of his present daily life the 
administrator and Messrs. Rosenblatt and 
Farnsworth were guests of Mr. Kelly at 
dinner, which was served under the tent 
and in true circus style. Time did not 
permit of their attendance at the circus 
performance. 


Community Honors 
Departed Showmen 


FARGO, N. D., June 2.—Annually, on 
Decoration Day, a community pays hom- 
age to two big top troupers of Ring- 
ling Bros.’ Circus who were killed by 
lightning 37 years ago and whose re- 
mains rest in a cemetery at Wahpeton.

“The circus is a national cultural tradi- 
tion and your editorial assists us in 
making possible the continuance of this 
clean and American amusement.”

NEW YORK, June 2.—The one-ring 
circuses prepared by the George Hamid 
office for Eastern park appearances in 
rotary are an instant success. Three 
shows are working at present, in Olym- 
pic Park, Irvington, and Columbia Park, 
North Bergen, N. J., and Tilyou's Stee- 
plechase, Coney Island. 

Olympic and Columbia started out 
with the idea of giving two shows, but 
were forced to present four apiece due 
to the heavy demand. Same goes for 
the opera in Steeplechase, which is par- 
ticularly heavy on the exploitation end. 

The Jersey playgrounds are running 
the shows free on a standee basis, but 
they packed them in the seats at 10 
cents per. Steeplechase’s show is free 
on the combination ticket. The 10-cent 
reserved seat bids fair to pay for the 
layout, which park managers consider 
all “to the mustard.”

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The Pool 


W hirl 
By NAT A. TOR

Apropos of the swimming pool sugges- 
tion in the Out in the Open column of 
The Billboard iast issue concerning 
newspaper ads of Miramar outdoor pool, 
New York City, which my colleague 
claimed were inept due to the fact that 
the Miramar copy broke on one of the 
rainiest days of the year, I'd like to 
put in my 2 cents on the subject. 
Confrere Traube stated that outdoor 
pool men should consult the weather 
bureau before inserting their ads less 
their efforts be wasted, and while the 
hint was offered by him in sort of a 
semi-jocular vein, it may interest you 
to know that there is plenty of truth in 
that theory. 


As a matter of fact, too many opera- 
tors of open-air natatoriums do throw 
away a great deal of do-re-mi by having 
their ads run in papers in cold or stormy 
weather when they possibly couldn’t 
have any appeal whatsoever. The Mira- 
mar was not the only New York City 
tark last week to lose out because of a 
wet spell. Unfortunately, the twin Cas- 
cades, Prospect, Van Cortlandt, Bronx 
Beach and Manhattan Beach all spent 
quite a bit on newspaper space, only to 
have the inserts break simultaneously 
with the storm. 

Of course, nobody can stop a storm 
from occurring. But newspaper ads can 
be stopped at the Jast moment. 

The thing that all outdoor pool men 
should remember is that when they 
contract for newspaper space they 
should issue all ads with what is known 
as “Stop Orders” or “Wait Orders.” 
Then, if the weather turns for the worst, 
your advertising appropriation can be 
saved by stopping the ad just before 
press time. Especially if a pool spends 
a nice sum of money over a season, the 
newspapers will have no objections to- 
ward obliging in this respect. I've known 
a few honest advertising solicitors for 
that matter to advocate that system, for 
they realize if a pool man gets the full 
benefit of his ads, he in turn will ad- 
vertise all the more. Therefore, it pays 
for both the pool and the paper to 
watch these rainy spells and adjust the 
ads accordingly. 


A Miami promoter has inquired 
whether there are any outdoor pools in 
winter which operate ice skating rinks, 
employing some sort of German chem- 
ical. He says that he has heard of one 
operating in Perth Amboy, N. J., and 
also in Australia. Van Cortlandt tank, 
Bronx, N. Y., is the only one I know of 
that used artificial icing similar to this. 
Captain Ed Whitwell at the Starlight 
Park also employed that material, but 
both report unfavorable results. How- 
ever, I'd like to get all information pos- 
sible on this from pool men who con- 
duct ice rinks in winter. 


The recent blast in this column 
qgainst those so-called bet races was 
lauded by Harold Rosenthal in one of 
his daily syndicated sports columns, ap- 
pearing in The North Side News and As- 
toria Examiner, New York City, as well 
@& papers thruout the country. Rosen- 
thal wrote in part: “Without becoming 
fanatical about the entire matter, I 
would suggest the AAU look into this 
situation at once. Should conditions 
such as Mr. Tor describes exist, the 
AAU ought to take prompt steps to rec- 
tify them.” To which I add once again, 
“Aye, aye!” 


It is interesting to note that there’s 
one outdoor pool man, at any rate, who 
also believes :n indoor pool operation in 
the summer. He is Harry Geist, owner 
of the Prospect swimming pool, on West- 
chester avenue, the Bronx, who also has 
an interest in Playland at Rockaway, 
L. I., and who reports that he has just 
taken over a park and pcol in Miami, 
Fla., for operation next winter. I had 
quite a talk with Mr. Geist and he 
strikes me as being a m~»st intelligent 
pool operator. He escorted me around 
his outdoor tank and related that while 
the Prospect is not as big an outdoor 
pool as some of the others in the Bronx, 
he was gong to go in for publicity and 
exploitation in a big way this summer, 
and I admire him for his courage. As 
a matter of fact, the Prospect outdoor 
pool offers as many advantages and 


sports facilities as the other Bronx nate- 
toriums, and with the elaborate program 
planned theré for this summer, includ- 
ing weekly championship swim meets, 
exhibitions by noted swimmers and per- 
sonal appearances of theatrical stars, it 
shouldn’t go for want of business. Tank 
is plugging season lockers at 10 bucks 
for the entire year for adults and $7.50 
for children. which is much lower than 
what the other pools are asking this 
year. But what I started out to report 
was that while journeying about the 
Prospect pool with Mr. Geist, we stopped 
in front of a big door. “Know what's 
in there?” asked the pool man. “I’m 
afraid not,” I answered. “Well, it’s an 
indoor pool and I plan to keep it open 
this summer in conjunction with the 
outdoor one, if I can get the proper man 
to run it.” 


The inclosed tank at the Prospect is 
enormous. It’s equipped, too, with all 
the latest doodads, and it’s Mr. Geist’s 
idea to operate it as a private club prop- 
csition. He’s looking for sqme well- 
known professional swimmer or a noted 
coach to take it over for him and to 
offer private swim lessons there in the 
summer. He told me he was willing to 
rent out the indoor part of his aquatic 
establishment on a flat sum or let some- 
body run it on a percentage. Mr. Geist 
also is of the opinion that the indoor 
tank can be employed to great advan- 
tage on rainy days during the summer 
and furthermore the steam rooms 
around the indoor pool loom as great 
added revenue attraction for the out- 
door swimmers.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 2.—Site for 
San Francisco’s 1937 World's Fair com- 
memorating completion of San Fran- 
cisco-Oakland and Golden Gate bridges 
and the men who will direct the expo- 
sition have been selected. 


A corporation is being formed to take 
immediate charge of plans and will be 
guided by a board of 50 members, drawn 
from civic, business and industrial lead- 
ers. Shoal lands under water to the 
north of Yerba Buena Island (Goat Is- 
land) were selected as the site after 
several months’ investigating possible 
locations. Under consideration were 
Lake Merced, Golden Gate Park, U. S. 
Presidio, Candlestick Point, Islais Creek 
and the East Bay (Oakland) waterfront. 


Final selection of the site hinges upon 
recommendation by the commandant of 
12th Naval District here, which has ju- 
risdiction over the island proper, and 
approval by the Navy Department. Ne- 
gotiations are under way with naval 
authorities. 


Leland W. Cutler, former president, 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, 
business leader and champion in the 
fight for the San Francisco-Oakland 
bridge, was named president of the fair 
organization. Atholl McBean, well- 
known industrialist and .civic leader, 
also a former Chamber of Commerce 
president, will be chairman of the board 
of directors. 


The bridges, being constructed at a 
cost of $125,000,000, are scheduled to be 
finished early in 1937. Tentative dates 
for the celebration are May 1-November

Cops and Ballyhoo

There is a lot of talk and wonder re- 
garding the closed Luna Park at Coney 
Island, N. Y., with its hundreds of em- 
ployees and concessioners idle and other 
business at the Island afraid of the effect 
created by this darkened spot. 

This condition also exists at Revere 
Beach, not by the closing of a park in 
its entircty, but by the closing of amuse- 
ments here and there along the entire 
front. The greatest of all, the Lightning 
Steel Coaster, has been razed; the Thun- 
derbolt Coaster is closed, as_ it was all 
last season, and there are a ‘number of 
the major buildings vacant. 

To add to this backward amusement 
situation the Supreme Court has ren- 
dered a decision against Beano. This 
will probably add about five more of the 
better locations and buildings to the 
vacant list, with little prospect of rent- 
ing now that the first big holiday of the 
season has passed. 


Towing Away Cars 


Under ordinary conditions some of this 
property could now be let to showmen 
but for the ruling that went into effect 
the latter part of last season, curtailing 
the ballyhoo and talking on the fronts. 

At Coney Island the police have made 
9 ruling allowing a two-minute bally, but 
of course this is a joke, as it takes more 
than two minutes for a ballyhoo man to 
do his stuff. Apparently the police are 
disinterested in whether Coney Island or 
Revere Beach continue to exist as amuse- 
ment centers. 


I have seen strangers arrive in their 


autos on a Sunday and park on the 
boulevard at Revere. They then go bath- 
ing or seeking other amusement. If they 
return to their cars during the afternoon 
they generally find them gone, as the 
police have a practice of towing away any 
cars that are found during the latter part 
of the afternoon. There are no signs to 
indicate that cars are not allowed to park 
after 2 o’clock on a Sunday. What do 
strangers think of Revere Beach when 
they find their cars towed away without 
warning? 


Next Move of Owners 


It strikes me that it is time that the 
property owners and taxpayers should do 
a little dictating to the police if they do 
not want to see their business wiped out 
entirely. 

During its first years of operation, Play- 
land, Rye, N. Y., had a ruling against 
ballyhoo shows, but they finally gave up 
this policy as not practical. That means 
that Coney and Revere must have their 
ballys or cease to exist as amusement 
centers. 


The legitimate amusement operators 
are glad to see illegitimate games closed. 
If they had not been allowed to operate in 
the first place, the beach as a whole 
would be far better off today. We have 
at last reached the turning point, and can 
now look forward to better things. 


Better at Dayton Lakeside 


DAYTON, O., June 2.—Business so far 
in Lakeside Park is 40 per cent ahead of 
last year, and Gerald Niermann, man- 
ager, predicts the biggest season in 
many years. On Decoration Day the 
park was packed and every concession 
reported making money. The park is 
spick and span, and among new rides 
are the Skooter and an Around-the- 
World Flyer for kiddies. Several name 
bands are booked, including Henry 
Thies, Sammy Watkins and McKinney's 
Cotton Pickers. Michael Haur and his 
band play regularly for dancing.

Affairs, informs me that where it ap- 
pears to the best interests of the Indians 
concerned, and if they are to be em- 
ployed by responsible parties, the 
Indian Office makes no objection to 
their employment for show purposes. 
It has been the experience of the 
Indian Service, however, that there is a 
peculiar danger of exploitation of the 
Indians in connection with such enter-- 
prises. For this reason there has grown 
up the practice, with which ward 
Indians generally are familiar, of pro- 
tecting any who may be thus employed 
by a suitable contract negotiated thru 
the superintendent of the reservation 
to which no partieular Indian belongs. 
Contract sets forth the terms of em- 
ployment, —— compensation, pro- 
Visions for food, lodging and medical 
care while away from the reservation 


and the obligation of the employer to 
bear the expense of returning the 
Indians to their homes at the termina- 
tion of their period of service. It also 
defines the services to be rendered, 
hours or period of work and the duty 
of the Indians as to behavior. Contract 
further stipulates the amount of a 
bend to be posted by the employer to 
guarantee fulfillment of the contract. 
The last point is, to me, the most im- 
portant.

STORY in The Jacksonville (Til.) 

Daily Journal of recent date cor- 

roborates, with one exception, the 
statements made about the giant Ferris 
Wheel at the Columbian Exposition in 
Chicago in 1893 by Professor Agnew, 
petrified man exhibitor, in The Forum 
of The Billboard of April 28. The ex- 
ception is in the height of the wheel. 
Professor Agnew said the wheel was 264 
feet at its highest point, while the 
Jacksonville newspaper said the height 
was 268 feet. The newspaper story fol- 
lows: 

“W. E. Sullivan, inventor of the Big 
Eli Wheel, got his first idea from the 
Ferris Wheel which made its appearance 
at the Columbian Exposition in Chicago 
in 1893. Mr. Sullivan completed his 
first wheel in 1900. Since that time the 
plant has constructed 553 wheels. The 
Ferris Wheel which was used at the Chi- 
cago Fair was later used at the St. Louis 
Fair in 1904, after which it was dis- 
mantled and sold. 

“This wheel was designed by George 
Washington Gale Ferris, a young me- 
chanical engineer of Galesburg, Ill. The 
wheel was built in five different shops 
and shipped to Chicago and assembled 
there for the World's Fair, held in 1893. 
This wheel was 268 feet high, measured 
150 feet from the ground to the center 
of the axle. It carried 26 closed cars, 
each car seating 60 people. During its 
operation in Chicago it paid quite a nice 
dividend on the original investment. 
Fifty cents was the fare for making a 
trip, the wheel making one revolution 
every 20 minutes. It carried 2,160 peo- 
ple per trip and thus paid $1,080 per 


ride, which consisted of two revolutions 
of the wheel. 


“After the World’s Fair the wheel was 
moved to Lincoln Park in Chicago, 
where it operated several years, and 
finally was dismantled. In 1903 the 
wheel was shipped to St. Louis for the 
World’s Fair there in 1904. It took 175 
freight cars to transport the wheel to St. 
Louis. 


“The Ferris Wheel is especially inter- 
esting to the Big Eli family, for it was 
from this wheel that W. E. Sullivan got 
his idea of building a portable wheel, 
and from the idea the present Big Eli 
wheels have developed.” 

In Professor Agnew’s letter he gave 
the total weight of the wheel and cars 
as 2,100 tons. The axle, steel forged, he 
said, was the largest ever made, 33 
inches in diameter, 4514 feet long and 
weighing 7014 tons. He also said the 
total weight of the wheel and machinery 
was 4,300 tons. Nothing was said about 
these particular figures in the Jackson- 
ville newspaper story.

Pitchmen I Have Met 
By SID SIDENBERG 


It may sound a little far- 
fetched to some of the readers 
when I say I met a pitchman 
who operated three store dem- 
onstrations simultaneously and 
employed more than 20 people 
who he transports on three trucks, 
two passenger cars and a trailer. 
It was a big overhead and one 
would think that it was too big a 
project for anyone in this line of 
business, especially with rug 
cleaner. 

Doc James D. Leighton, who is 
now only 33 years old, practically 
@ youngster in years, but who has 
been on his own hook from the 
time he was 14, is the high-pow- 
ered subject of this article. Doc 
started at that early age right 
after he found out that he could 
sell things. He was a natural- 
born pitchman. He was employed 
in a rug-cleaning plant back in 
the old home town, Baltimore. 
The hours were fong and the pay 
Was poor. Doc learned how to 
mix stuff and one day phoned 
that his “grandmother was ill” 
and on that day he sold enough 
of the fluid to mean bye, bye 
plant. 

Talk about a flash and a 
demonstration. Well, what it 
takes for that rug-cleaner outfit 
Doc has all broke out with. No 
second-rate stores for him, he 
worked nothing but the largest 
department stores. In the win- 
dow, cleaning a rug, was a me- 
chanical man, imitating a robot. 
On the inside a good-looking, re- 
fined young lady making the dem- 
onstration and talk on the clean- 
er and long-handled brush. His 
demonstrators always worked in 
pairs, which gave one a chance to 
rest while the other kept it going, 
which produces fresh, clean and 
Peppy action. 

The window and store demon- 
strations only a part of the action 
supervised by Leighton. On the 
outside he had two men soliciting 
rugs to be cleaned and which 
were hauled to the store in a spe- 
cially constructed truck, the body 
measuring 15 feet, which was am- 
ple room to place a rug without 
cramping or tearing it. That gave 
him a double action—paid for 
cleaning the rug, which was used 
for the demonstration of the 
cleaner, and also sales of the 
cleaner. 

I have always felt, and still feel 
that it is unethical to cut up 
dough in these pipes, and that is 
one reason why I am not going 
to talk about the scores Leighton 
has made, but you can bet your 
last thin dime that he has gath- 
ered much mazuma.

middle of June, this would mean it 
would become effective (unless the time 
should be shortened) after the first of 
July. The circus code provides it shall 
become effective 10 days after approval. 
This means that, assuming approval by 
the middle of June, it would not go 
into effect until almost July. 

But a few months would be left of 
the active season in these industries 
this year in which to function under 
codification. A somewhat like situation 
would apply as to the carnival industry. 
When the parks, pools, piers and beaches 
quit for a given year, little activity as 
to these agencies is carried on for 
around six months. A _ caretaker or 
two and like emergency work is all that 
is necessary. As to the smaller circuses 
and the carnivals, somewhat more ac- 
tivity is required in looking after ani- 
mals and putting things in shape physi-

cally for the next year, but little beyond 
that. As to the few larger circuses, of 
course, more off-season activity is called 
for. 

Hence, in event these three codes 
should be approved and become ef- 
fective. the industries affected would 
have around three months in which to 
operate normally under codes and then 
around six months of inactivity. It 
doubtless will be taken for granted the 
peculiar character of these amusement- 
providing agencies makes it difficult to 
codify the industries, and this may rea- 
sonably account for delay in working 
out details as to them. But, on the 
other hand, assuming again the need 
for observing the mechanics of codifica- 
tion, such as the submitting of codes 
to all representative units of an industry 
that assent to the code as drawn may 
be had, and the need for submitting 
the codes in turn to the various ad- 
visers of the deputy administrator and 
then to the review board, and the time 
necessarily called for after they reach 
the desk of the administrator, the vital 
questions of hours, wages and conditions 
of employment generally should not, it 
would seem, call for much delay in 
handling for this reason: 

Aside from the principle which might 
be established as to proper and fair 
recognition of labor and performers, 
personnel of this kind as to each of the 
three industries in question is so limited 
as to numbers, comparatively, as to sug- 
gest fairly quick handing of decisions 
respecting it. Should an injustice be 
done here or there as to treatment ac- 
corded labor, no great number would be 
affected and it would be easy therefore 
to correct such inequities within a brief 
period of time. 

These comments as to the possibility 
of these amusement groups not being 
codified at all, it must be emphasized, 
are purely comments and speculation. 
They are not based on official informa- 
tion or intimation that such a situation 
might eventuate. NRA executives and 
aids are working on these codes and un- 
questionably with all possible energy. 
But circumstances tend to hamper 
them. And it will be interesting to 
learn what the final result will be, con- 
crete action or failure to act.

Half-Million Kids 
Swamp World’s Fair 


CHICAGO, June 2.—A Century of 
Progress, which has gained the reputa- 
tion of enforcing its mandates in a hard- 
boiled manner, capitulated completely 
when half a million youngsters stormed 
the gates on Thursday, the first Chil- 
dren’s Day of the 1934 fair. A 5-cent 
admission price had been set for the 
kids and the city’s schools were closed 
for the day. The youngsters began to 
arrive in droves early in day, and by 11 
o'clock the rush was so heavy the elec- 
tric tabulators began to jam. Surveying 
tne situation, Major Lenox R. Lohr, 
general manager, ordered the gates 
thrown open—free, and for hours there 
was a steady stream of humanity pack- 
ing and jamming its way into the 
grounds, children and adults alike 
entering free. 

When the tabulators broke down 
218,998 paid admissions had been re- 
corded. It was estimated that almost 
800,000 persons entered free. The record 
for the day eclipses that of any one 
day at any fair with one exception, that 
of October 8, 1893, when 716,881 paid 
admissions were recorded at the Colum- 
bian Exposition. 

Two hundred city police were called 
into service to suppiement the fatr’s 
fcrce, and the fair drafted 500 employees 
as special officers. In spite of the dense 
crowds there were no serious accidents. 
The emergency hospital treated some 
200 youngsters suffering from heat, sun- 
turn and indigestion, and about 1,400 
lcst children were cared for and safely 
returned to their parents or their homes. 
Concessions were thrown open free to 
the children to relieve congestion on 
the streets. Most of the children brought 
lunches with them, and free milk booths 
had been opened at various points on 
the grounds, provision being made to 
furnish milk for 125,000 children. The 
supply was soon exhausted and there 
followed scenes of wild disorder as the 
kids struggled to reach the milk booths. 
In the Streets of Paris, where there are 
no drinking fountains, the hordes of 
kids sweltered, unable to pay the prices 
asked for soft drinks. To afford some 
relief Scotty Rich, proprietor of the 
Kingsbury Dome, opened 50 cases of 
ginger ale quarts and distributed them 
free to the youngsters. At the close of 
the day the fairgrounds presented the 
appearance of a picnic ground, with lit- 
ter everywhere, but officials were happy 
over the manner in which the recora 
crowd had been handled and the fact 
that not a single serious accident had 
occurred. 

Major Lobr announced that Children’s 
Day, with 5-cent admissions, will be 
continued each Thursday.

Alabama Operators Arrange 
Financing Plan in By-Laws 


New organization of operators tackles most troublesome 
problem—meetings are teaching co-operation, official 
states—statement on commission is only fair trade rule

BIRMINGHAM, June 2—The Alabama Coin Machine Operators’ Association 
took shape here recently with the adoption of by-laws which outline the plan of 
organization, purposes and also method of financing. Practically every operator 
in the Birmingham territory is a member of the organization, according to Max 
Hurvich, secretary. “As a result of banding together the operators have become 
closer friends by the actual practice of co-operation, and this has resulted in greater 
earnings to the operators,” he says. Membership is confined to operators and 


jobbers exclusively. The by-laws also 
provide for monthly dues of $5; rules of 
fair trade practice state that commis- 
sions must be limited to 50 per cent or 
less. Any member reported to be paying 
51 per cent or more will be expelled from 
membership. 


In addition to the membership fee, the 
by-laws also provide for a plan of as- 
sessment which states that “if at any 
time the Alabama Coin Machine Opera- 
tors’ Association finds it necessary to 
raise funds by assessments, the following 
rules shall prevail: (1) If sub-operator, 
assessment is $1; operators will be as- 
sessed $2, and the manufacturer or jobber 
shall be assessed $4. Provided that where 
there are two or more members of a firm, 
é€ach member shall be assessed as an in- 
dividual.” The by-laws define operator, 
jobber, manufacturer and sub-cperator 
and provide that the executive board 
shall be the judge. 


Muir Interprets 


New Code Policy 


NEW YORK, June 2.—Malcolm Muir, 
former NRA Official who presided during 
the hearings on the coin-machine manu- 
facturers’ code in Washington, gave his 
approval here recently to the new policy 
announced by President Roosevelt in 
relation to the codes of purely local and 
service industries. 


“We have seen that many businesses 
and small enterprises are purely local 
in scope and cannot benefit by code 
nearly as much as industries whose 
activities are nation wide,” Muir, presi- 
dent of the McGraw-Hill Publishing 
Company, said. “I am glad to see NRA 
changing from an organization of mass 
code production to a service organiza- 
tion for the benefit of industry and 
business at large. 


“It is in these industries that there 
has been the greatest instability in the 
past,” he said, “and where vicious trade 
practices, chiseling and other cutthroat 
activities have been more of a threat to 
general stability and prosperity than in 
the service industries and small local 
units of trade.” 

Muir said that the best hope for long- 
term industrial planning and a possible 
planned economy lies in the trade asso- 
ciations of various industries. 

“By maintaining real trade associa- 
tions as functioning parts of our busi- 
ness and industry,” he said, “and by 
following a sane course of b‘isiness 
conduct, we have an opportunity to 
come nearer to setting up a depression- 
proof industrial system than we have 
ever had before.”

RICHMOND, Va., June 2.—Amid the 
gayety and splendor of real Southern 
hospitality, Harry F. Moseley presided at 
the opening of offices and warehouses of 
the Moseley Vending Machine Exchange, 
Inc., at the new location, 2030 Chamber- 
layne avenue.

With the growing 
popularity of this new pastime, the pin 
game is equally gaining in favor with 
the patrons of these shows. 

Duquesne Garden here, the home of 
all the murathons, has its lobby deco- 
rated with pin games, which are doing a 
rushing biz, particularly in evening 
hours. With the hall large enough to 
seat over 5,000 people, crowds during 
the relaxation periods are seen operating 
the coin games. 


This is particularly true of the cur- 
rent Walk-a-Show, which was two weeks 
old Monday night. Still a mere begin- 
ning for a show expected to last about 
14 weeks, the machines are showing ex- 
cellent results. With the legal ruling 
recently granted local operators, the ma- 
chines are prominently displayed where 
they attract plenty of attention.

Rewards for Skill 


No game of skill has any great appeal of itself; it is always 
the ulterior rewards that attract whether the reward be exer- 
cise, recognition, sociability or material reward. 

Any game of skill must offer one or more of these rewards 
to provide the player full returns for his time, money and effort. 
The mere fact of simple amusement is not enough in any type 
of game, in the coin-operated amusement field or out of it. All 
thru history the moving power of games of all types has been 
some kind of material reward. The eye of the player is not so 
much on the amusement but on the possibility of winning some 
honor or some material reward. This wish of the player, deep 
as human nature itself, should be granted when it does not cause 
social injury. 

A modern pin game offers a fair amusement value, has a 
definite element of skill and is a high-grade product of manu- 
facturing skill. But its amusement value is not complete un- 
less there are chances to wina prize. There is a definite amuse- 
ment value in the playing of 10 balls or shots, but the addition 
of a prize or prizes for skill adds zest to the game and is the 
one thing that means most to players. The psychological bene- 
fits of playing for a prize are definite and certain. A prize be- 
longs with any game that has amusement and skill elements. 


—_ 


Modern skill devices mean far more to the player when 
merchandise prizes are given. The offer of a prize on a skill 
game circumvents the gambling instinct in players rather than 
encourages it. The use of merchandise prizes with skill games 
cannot produce any of the social evils chargeable to gambling. 

Furthermore, we have reached that condition in the pro- 
duction of goods where anything that will promote the con- 
sumption of goods must be considered. The modern world has 
revealed an increasing need for two things—amusement or rec- 
reation and an increased consumption of goods. Any form of 
amusement which gives full value and which also promotes 
the sale of goods will be appreciated more and more as our 
machine age piles up its production records. The modern skill 
games have demonstrated their ability to amuse and also to 
promote the sale of goods when prizes may be given. 

President Roosevelt recognized the principle when he 
issued an executive order on premium merchandising. The use 
of premiums in selling goods is a powerful form of advertising; 
President Roosevelt recognized this as legitimate when pre- 
miums were not used to cut prices. The use of prizes with 
skill games permits the only acceptable and usable form of ad- 
vertising for the games; it cannot lead to any abuses in price 
cutting. 

The use of prizes with legitimate skill games is even more 
logical than using premiums to sell gasoline or furniture. The 
use of premiums to sell merchandise and the use of prizes to 
boost the play of skill games both belong in our modern system 
of building up a greater consumption of goods. Those who 
oppose the use of prizes with modern skill games are somehow 
out of step with the times and have failed to reason out the 
factors involved. 

Public officials should recognize three principles in rela- 
tion to the modern skill games: First. any device that has a 
definite element of skill should be recognized as legitimate; 
second, the chance to win a reward is a necessary complement 
of any game of skill; and, third, the terms of the Kentucky 
Circuit Court decision as to posting prizes should be recognized 
as standard.

LONDON, June 2.—British coinmen 
are awaiting with interest the result of 
efforts by the United Parliamentary 
Committee to secure amendments to 
the new betting and lotteries bill. If 
these amendments go thru it will be 
permissible to give prizes with small 
amusement machines without fear of 
prosecution. As British law stands now, 
operators have to depend entirely upon 
opinions of local police. United Parlia- 
mentary Committee consists of members 
of the British Automatic Machine Op- 
erators’ Society and Amusement Cater- 
ers’ Association. 


Knickerbocker, American table game, 
made its first appearance at Blackpool, 
premier seaside amusement resort of the 
country.

British distributors of American ma- 
chines were placed in an awkward pre- 
dicament week preceding Whitsun holi- 
days. The usual rush of orders came 
along, but distributors lacked stocks. 
Tables like Pontiac and Jigsaw have 
been at a premium, and many seaside 
operators had to rely upon their old 
machines over the holiday. 


A London manufacturing firm, Ad- 
vance Automatics, announces produc- 
tion of a new table game embracing 
principles of long popular skittles or 
ninepins idea. There are no pockets or 
pins on field; instead nine hinged skit- 
tles. Idea is to knock all or as many as 
possible down with 10 balls shot by pin 
game pattern plunger. Plaver controls 
direction of shots by swivel plunger; 
coin chute is on top of table instead 
of projecting. Large orders have been 
placed by distributors and machine 
promises to have a good run. Manu- 
facturers taking out British and other 
patents. 


British distributors are greatly dis 
turbed by importation of American ma 
chines thru other channels than the 
regularly appointed distributors. Some 
firms, appointed sole agents for certain 
machines, find that the machines are 
arriving thru other than official chan- 
nels and are being sold at prices so low 
as to upset the market. In more than 
one instance it is reported that official 
distributor has received first shipment 
of new games after the product has 
been on the market by concerns not 
holding manufacturer’s agency. Prob- 
able outcome is that British manufac- 
turers will be encouraged to turn out 
amusement machines in much larger 
quantities, 


The British Automatic Machine Op- 
erators’ Society, including manufac- 
turers, distributors and operators, has 
passed the 200 mark in membership. 
Considering the lukewarm attitude of 
the trade in the past toward organiza- 
tion, this is considered excellent prog- 
ress. The president, Jack Holloway, and 
vice-chairman, John Holloway, have, as 
directors of the Samson Novelty Com- 
pany, visited the United States on sev- 
eral occasions. This applies also to Sol 
and Philip Shefras, Shefras Automatics, 
committeemen of the society. 


Opens Up Territory 


CHICAGO, June 2.—Useful in opening 
up new territory is the advantage 
claimed for the check-separator model 
of the Rocket machine by Jim Buckley, 
sales manager of the Bally Manufactur- 
ing Company. The coin slide will take 
both nickels and the specially designed 
Rocket slug, according to Buckley, and 
the nickels are switched into the main 
cash box while the tokens go into the 
Payout tube. This provides that re- 
wards are always paid out in tokens. 

The firm has recently announced that 
the extra charge for the “plug-in” type 
of Rocket has been discontinued. This 
machine will operate from any regular

CHICAGO, June 2.—Announcement of 
a new senior model for the popular 
Relay machine indicates the growing 
demand for the larger jumbo size games, 
it is stated by Dave Gottlieb, of D. Gott- 
lieb & Company, who today announced 
that production of a Relay model 49 
inches long was now under way. 

“Ever since we first marketed the Re- 
lay game we have received inquiries 4s 
to whether we would produce an over- 
size model. Up until now we were un- 
able to announce the big model due to 
facilities being absorbed in production 
on regular models, but we are now 
adding men and equipment to turn out 
the big machines,” Mr. Gottlieb said. 

The senior model will possess a newly 
designed natural wood field. It will in- 
corporate the same playing principle of 
the regular model, said to have been 
very popular with the players. Cabinet 
is of rich opalescent colors, and balls 
are jumbo size marbles. Immediate de- 
livery is promised on the machines, 


Big Daily Says New Coin 


Not Needed in Business 

CHICAGO, June 2.—There is no need 
for a 3-cent coin in our current trade, 
says The Chicago Daily News editorially. 
The Coin Machine Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation approved such a new coin more 
than a year ago and bills for a new coin 
between the nickel and penny are now 
pending in Congress. But such coins do 
not appeal to the big Chicago daily. 

“There is nothing in current or pros- 
pective trade conditions to justify the 
coinage of a 3-cent piece. It is a de- 
parture from our decimal system of 
coinage and paper money. It would 
complicate much small-unit trade. Ex- 
perience with both coins and bills has 
shown that units of 1, 5 and 10 and 
multiples of 5 and 10 survive; other 
coins or bills have proved confusing and 
inconvenient and have been abandoned. 

“We have had a 2-cent piece, a silver 
8-cent piece. an alloy 3-cent piece and a 
20-cent piece. None made headway 
against the cent, nickel, dime and 
quarter. They were dropped because 
they failed. Why revive any of them? 
The $2 bill has passed from unpopu- 
larity to a reputation for bad luck, that 
makes it a nuisance to cashiers and 
tellers. 

“When the young American republic 
adopted decimal money it took a step 
that aided business immensely and was 
widely followed in the rest of the world. 
But it takes a people a long time to 
become decimal-minded. Lingering in- 
fluences of the British 12 pence and 20 
shilling money system and the Spanish 
piece of eight and its fractions remain 
in popular speech and computation in 
some parts of the country. Why give 
new life to these outmoded systems by 
introducing an inharmonious coin at 
this late day?”

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Payout Pin 
Tables Win 


Many court decisions and 
opinions weighed in reach- 
ing favorable decision 


COLUMBIA, Mo., June 2,—Allowing the 
defendant the benefit of doubt, Justice 
Harry T. Limerick Jr. handed down a 
decision here this week in favor of a 
pin table game with automatic payout 
principle. Defendants in the case were 
Sam Saffran and Sam Simonson, doing 
business as the Coin Machine Exchange 
of Kansas City. The hearing was held 
on May 23 and many legal decisions 
were referred to, including the brief 
used by the Skill Games Board of Trade 
of New York City. William W. Dalton 
and William H. Sapp were attorneys for 
the State, and Howard Major repre- 
sented the defendants. 


The decision of the judge said, in part, 
that “testimony of all the witnesses both 
for the State and for the defendant 
testified that a marble game which was 
seized at the Crown Drug Company, 
Columbia, Mo., was a game in which 
success depended principally upon the 
superior knowledge, attention, experi- 
ence and skill of the player whereby the 
element of luck or chance in the game 
was overcome, improved or turned to 
the player’s advantage. . . Section 
3783 R. S. Mo., 1929, provides for the 
seizure of ‘any gaming table or gam- 
bling device prohibited by law.’ It be- 
comes necessary in order to determine 
what constitutes a gambling device to 
refer to the statutory law of Missouri.” 

The judge then referred to Sections 
4287 and 433 R. S. Mo., 1929, as de- 
fining a gambling device under the 
statutes. 


“The courts of our State,” the written 
opinion continues, “have always con- 
strued the penal statutes strictly against 
the State. No person is to be made sub- 
ject to such statutes by implication and 
when doubt arises concerning their in- 
terpretation such doubts are to be 
weighed in favor of the accused. 

“I have carefully noted the brief filed 
by the State and read the cases therein. 
The cases cited therein were slot-ma- 
chine cases, cases where cards were used, 
such as the playing of poker for gain 
or bridge for prizes or the like. Of 
course there is no question that they 
are gambling under the Missouri stat- 
utes. This case is different from the 
slot-machine case for the reason that 
the player of a slot machine has no 
control over the results, while in this 
case the undisputed testimony shows 
that the player’s score depends upon 
his skill in playing the game. 

“Under the Missouri statutes I find 
that a clear distinction is made between 
games in which skill is the controlling 
element and in which chance is the ma- 
terial element. I therefore find that 
the marble table in this proceeding is 
not a gambling device.

Games Missing 


At 1934. Fair 


CHICAGO, June 2.—The 1934 World’s 
Fair opened on May 26 with coin-oper- 
ated amusement machines conspicuously 
absent in comparison with the 1933 fair. 
Candy bar merchandising machines, 
operated by the Automatic Canteen 
Company of America, were in place, 
however, giving automatic merchandis- 
ing a place that it did not have in the 
previous year. The Automatic Canteen 
firm avows the purpose of demonstrating 
to the world what automatic selling can 
do under the severe testing conditions 
of the fair. 


The probability of amusement games 
concessions at the fair is not known at 
the present time. The restrooms, where 
the machines were located last year, are 
under the management of the fair itself 
this year. Last year they were operated 
as a private concession and were sublet 
as a concession location for various 
types of amusement machines. There 
were two or three arcade amusement 
locations last year, but they were not 
regarded as a success. The games in the 
restrooms were reported to be a finan- 
cial success.

State Codes Are 
Praised in N. J. 


NEWARK, N. J., June 2.—The im- 
portance of State code setups was in- 
dicated here following the announcement 
from Washington that the service indus- 
tries would be removed from under the 
national code administration. New 
Jersey ranks with the dozen States that 
have passed laws for bolstering the 
enforcement of fair trade codes within 
the State. Col. J. L. Eisner, State re- 
covery administrator, stated that the 
primary purpose of State codes is to 
give relief to industries which cannot 
ebtain protection in any other way. 

“We have been in constant contact 
with Washington and have been re- 
peatedly reassured that it recognizes not 
only the desirability, but the necessity 
of State codes to cover conditions local 
to our State,” Colonel Eisner declared. 

“Our responsibility is great because 
the various lines of business that have 
come under a State code have assured 
us that such codes are working out for 
their respective benefits and that they 
will be forced back to chaotic conditions 
previously existing if the codes should 
be abandoned or made ineffective. 

“If a business is operating under a 
State code which proves to be not in 
its interests the code may be canceled 
by a majority vote of such business. 
State codes are of flexible character. 
They may be changed at any time by an 
executive order, and it is our policy to 
revise codes when it is clearly shown 
that a change is desirable. 

“Our consistent policy has been: To 
grant a code only when an overwhelm- 
ing majority of a trade or industry 
demands it and shows a real need; to 
conform a State code as nearly as pos- 
sible to a national code, with due regard 
to local conditions; to grant no State 
code if a national code is operating to 
the satisfaction of its trade or industry 
in New Jersey; to insist that every State 
code be administered by the trade or 
industry it covers.”

NEWARK, N. J., June 2.—A delay in 
issuing license on pin games, as recently 
promised, has upset the local situation 
for the time being. Many opinions are 
current among coinmen as to the rea- 
sons for the delay. It is also reported 
that Bergen County is closed to pin 
games. Some believe that action was 
due to statement of a Newark official in 
the newspapers that giving of prizes is 
illegal. 


Others see a political move to embar- 
rass an Official in his office. Still other 
operators say that licenses will soon be 
issued and that the situation will then 
clarify itself. Newark formerly licensed 
the games, but licenses were stopped 
about a year ago and the games con- 
tinued without licenses. Operation is 
continuing at present without license, 
but operators are anxiously awaiting is- 
suance of license. 

Most of the agitation is understood to 
be about the question of prizes, but 
members of the city council are said to 
favor ignoring this question when the 
licenses are finally issued.

New Policy 
For Codes 


President’s order may 
pave way for State codes 
in small industries 


i) 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—An executive 
order by President Roosevelt the first 
of the week, followed by announcements 
from General Johnson, put an end to 
price fixing under a number of codes, 
particularly those in the service indus- 
tries. The President directed, however, 
that the labor and wage sections of all 
the codes would maintain the maximum 
hour, minimum pay and child labor 
provisions. 


The order also granted the right to 
purely local groups in the industries 
affected, when 85 per cent vote to agree 
on prices and other trade practices, 
that such rules may be put into effect. 
Such local agreements will not be ef- 
fective until approved by the adminis- 
tration. The effect of the announce- 
ment in New York on the cleaning and 
dyeing industry was reported to be a 
price-cutting war. Leaders in the trade 
predicted that it would be the greatest 
price war in the history of their in- 
dustry. 


Coincident with the President's an- 
nouncement, it is expected that there 
will be a stronger movement for State 
laws to support the local fair competi- 
tion codes. New Jersey, one of the 
dozen States that have already passed 
NRA laws, promptly announced that all 
local industries would have full support 
in their fair trade codes. 


It is expected also that the new policy 
will tend to encourage State codes, 
rather than national codes, for many 
small industries and trades not organ- 
ized on a national scale. One prominent 
coin-machine official stated that State 
codes, where operators were organized, 
were a probability rather than a na- 
tional code.
